WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
The United States formally recog- 
nized the new government of 
Yugoslavia today, but at the same 
time criticized its tactics in the 
elections which it recently held. 

Britain also announced recog- 
nition, 

In recognizing the government 
headed by Marsha! Josip (Tito) 
Broz. the United States and Brit- 
ain thus gave their legal sanction 
to the liquidation of another of 
Europe's rapidly-vanishing mon- 
archies. 

Tito’s government rushed a law 
through its constituent assembly 
Nov. 29 which ousted 22-year-old 
King Peter from the throne and 
abolished the Karadjordjevic 
dynasty. | 

Peter thus was abandoned by 
the nation which served as head- 
quarters for his Yugoslav gov- 
ernment-in-exile during much of 
the war. The young king has 
lived in England most of the 
time since his country was over- 
run by the German army in 1941. 

The American decision to recog- 
nize Tito’s government in the 
form which it adopted following 


November elections was commu-| 


nicated by Acting Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson to Yugoslav 
Ambassador Stanoje Simic in 
Washington. 

Acheson sald the United States 
assumed that the Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment would accept responsibil- 
ity for that nation’s international 
obligations and would confirm 
existing treaties and agreements 
between the two countries.

The outspoken American disap- 


proval of Tito’s tactics was con- 
tained in instructiong sent by 
Acheson to Patterson and made 
public by the State Department. 

These instructions sald the Yugo- 
siav Government had not made 
good its pledges to extend the 
basic freedoms to its people and 
asserted that the elections Nov. 11 
did not provide a free choice of 
representatives for the Assembly. 

The instructions said the United 
States Government wants it un- 
derstood that establishment of 
diplomatic relations with the Tito 
government should not be inter- 
preted as approval of its policies, 
“its methods of assuming control 
or its failure to implement the 
guarantees of personal freedom 
promised its people.” 

Patterson was told to empha- 
size that the American people and 
Government have “only the friend- 
liest sentiments” toward the Yugo- 
Slavs and expect developments 
which would make possible desir- 
able political and economic rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

His instructions recalled that 
guarantees of personal freedom, 
freedom of speech, press freedom, 
and freedom of assembly were 
guaranteed in the agreement 
signed last February between 
Tito and Dr. Ivan Subasic. 

This agreement 
united the Yugoslav government- 
in-exile with Tito’s Partisans, who 
had carried on the fight against 
the Germans from within Yugo- 
slavia. The Partisans maintained 
close relations with Russia. 

Subasic became foreign minister 
under Tito, but resigned prior to 


the November elections, officially

Organist Plays. 


The somber tones of an organ,

Passengers Left Behind. 


Almost every train that pulled 
out left hundreds of would-be 
passengers stranded. The open- 
ing of a gate to the train shed 
was a signal for a mad rush to 
the cars. Losers in the race looked 
wearily for another place to sit 
or lie down while they waited for 
the next train going their way. 

Yesterday morning a -crowd of 
about 1000 persons, most of them 
service men, tried to crash a gate 
to board a New  /York-bound 
Pennsylvania train. Military po- 
lice, with arms locked, barred 
passage as women screamed and 
men shouted. “We’re lucky some- 
body doesn’t get trampled to 
to death,” shrugged a gateman. 

Most trains were departing on 
time, but were arriving up to four 
hours late because of the heavy 
traffic and storm conditions in 
some parts of the country. Serv- 
ice personnel were being allowed 
to board most trains first, along 
with elderly persons and women 
with infants. 

A New York Central spokesman 
at New York said yesterday the 
unprecedented volume of traffic 
had forced the railroad to sus- 
pend tempor rily the _ sale of 
tickets at a number of points. 
Eastbound trains from Chicago 
were sold out and tickets were 
not being sold, either to civilians 
or service men, for those trains. 
Traffic is “worse than it has ever 
been—we don’t know how long 
we'll have to suspend ticket sales,” 
the spokesman said.

Bevin, while said to be happy 
over the cordial atmosphere of the 
talks and their general trend, was 
reported not so optimistic over 
eventual results of the conference 
as the Americans, There was no 
indication of Molotov’s views, but 
he was said to have contributed to 
a spirit of comradeship in his role 
as chairman. 


The ministers, apparently en- 
couraged by yesterday’s results, 
continued their informality. this 
morning when they met for two 
hours and 15 minutes in Molo- 
tov’s Kremlin office. An after- 
noon meeting, lasting about two 
hours, was held at Speridonifka 
palace. 


The conferees were said to 
have accomplished their biggest 
day of work yesterday, when they 
met for four hours and 15 min- 
utes at an informal gathering.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 22—Gen. 
George S. Patton Jr. considered 
himself the greatest battle com- 
mander of the war and made no 
bones about saying so. 


A certain high personage learned 
this interesting fact when he vis- 
ited the Third Arn:y commander in 
his command post at Idarober- 
stein, in the heart of the German 
Palatinate. Patton’s slashing tank 
men and doughboys had just com- 
pleted the envelopment of this 
Nazi stronghold in less than a 
week, destroying an entire army 
group and capturing 130,000 pris- 
oners, and were preparing for an 
assault over the Rhine—an as- 
sault, incidentally, which SHAEF 
(Supreme Headquarters, Allied 
Expeditionary Forces) as yet knew 
nothing about. 


After his sad experience in Sep- 
tember 1944, when he was 
down by SHAEF as he was about 
to capture a practically unde- 
fended Metz, smash through the 
then unmanned Siegfried line po- 
sitions in the Saar Valley and rush 
for the Rhine, Patton adopted the 
fixed rule of informing SHAEF as 
little as possible about his plans. 
He found it far more productive 
to launch an operation and then 
break the news to SHAEF. 


Annoyed SHAEF. 


SHAEF, too, also found this 
practice very productive in deci- 
sive victories and annihilated Ger- 
mans, but SHAEF didn’t like it. 
That did not worry Patton too 
much, but he played it safe and 
kept his own counsel. 
The “visiting firemen,” as tour- 
ing celebrities were known around 
Patton’s headquarters, found him 
deeply engrossed in a copy of 
Caesar’s Commentaries. 
“Ever read this?” asked Patton. 
“Yes, rhany years ago, when lI 
was in school.”

at the passing of the famed 
tank commander. 

“Gen, Patton was a very 
good leader for his country,” 
Kuhl said. 

Kuhl wrote his father from 
Sicily that Patton had slapped 
him with a pair of leather 
gloves and kicked him “in the 
pants”, during an _ inspection 
tour of a hospital receiving 
station in August 1943. Kuhl 
was discharged from the Army 
Sept. 27, 1945. 


ment war was declared until it 
ended, was the chance to fight 
and to lead men in battle. That 
was the controlling motif of his 
life and that was why he was the 
great and successful battle com- 
mander that he was. 

He unconsciously summed it all 
up in his remark to Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley at their first confer- 
ence in the latter’s command post 
in Luxembourg, the day after the 
Germans launched their surppise 
Dec. 16, 1944, counter-offensive. 
The battle situation looked fore- 
boding. Patton’s army was on 
the move north, but not yet en- 
gaged in the fight. Everyone was 
worried and gloomy, except Pat- 
on, 

“What are you going to do, 
George?” asked Bradley. 

“Kill Germans,” retorted Pat- 
ton, cheerfully and with great 
gusto. “Kill all they will send 
against us, and then I'll counter- 
attack and kill the rest of them 
instead of chasing them across 
Germany.” 

And that is exactly what he did. 
The Thir. Army killed and cap- 
tured thousands of Germans so 
long as they kept coming in the 
Ardennes. Then, befor. they 
could recover their balance, coun- 
ter-attacked, and killirg and cap- 
turing tens of thousands more, 
chased and routed German armies 
through the Eifel and Palatinate, 
across the Rhine and through cen- 
tral and southwestern Germany. 

Knew He Was Good. 

That was why Patton rated him- 

self among the immortals as a bat- 
tle commander. He knew he was 
good. The long, unbroken record 
of victories proved it. So he made 
no bones about his excellence. Why 
should he? If Caesar could write 
a book about what Patton consid- 
ered a few “piddling” triumphs, 
why shouldn’t Patton talk about 
his world-shaking victories? 
The Third Army commander's 
untimely death leaves unanswered 
a question that long has been a 
topic of interested discussion 
among members of his staff. 
Would he write his memoirs? 

Most of the inner group of staff 
men are convinced that he did 
intend to write his account of the 
historic campaigns in which he 
participated. It is known that he 
kept a detailed and voluminous 
diary, in which he recorded every 
important incident in his days’ ac- 
tivities, including his private con- 
ferences with Gen. Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower; Field Marshal Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery, whom he dis- 


liked strongly; Gen. Bradley, whom 


he highly regarded, and other top- 
side commanders. 

It was also known that he kept 
a complete file of every order and 
directive he received and issued. 
He also collected every map he 
could lay his hands on that in any 
way was connected with his op- 
erations, Third Army men could 
always count on an enthusiastic 
reception from him when they dug 
up a historic map. The oufits that 
captured Metz ransacked the place 
for old maps and he was immense- 
ly pleased when they found sev- 
eral. and presented them to him.

maps in his personal files, many 
of them unquestionably of great 
value. Patton treasured and col- 
lected maps like some men do 
costly paintings. This was not 
merely a hobby with him. To 
him a map was the basic ingre- 
dient of military operations, and 
the ability to read a map quickly 
and accurately the first funda- 
mental of a competent combat 
leader, whether of a squad or an 
army. 

Patton read maps like the aver- 
age person reads a newspaper. 
At a glance he could pick out 
the salient features of the area 
covered’ by a map and without 
faltering make a comprehensive 
analysis of the terrain that would 
take topographic experts hours to 
work out. 

Another reason for the belief 
among Patton’s men that he would 
write his memoirs were his little 
known but pronounced views re- 
garding various high commanders 
in the U. S. and British armies. 
Patton held some of them in not 
very high professional esteem. 
Also, he felt very strongly that 
he had not been dealt with fairly 
on a number of occasions and had 
not received the credit and re 
wards he deemed his great achieve- 
ments merited. 


So old hands on his staff were 
convinced that, to set the records 
straight, and also, perhaps, to pay 
off long-standing scores, Patton 
would write his own story of his 
battles. One thing they were cer- 
tain of: if he did write his mem- 
oirs, they would be gusty and ex- 
citing reading. 

Was a Fluent Writer. 


For among his numerous other 
talents, Patton also was a fluent 
and dynamic writer. He could 
express himself on paper as vivid- 
ly and clearly as he could vocally. 

That is why, when Patton was 
placed in command of the Fif- 
teenth Army, actually only a head- 
quarters staff engaged in writing 
the history of the war in the Eu- 
ropean theater, Patton intimates 
privately chortled in glee. The 
assignment put him in a position 
to insure that his viewpoint of 
the war in Europe was fully and 
clearly expounded. They happily 
waited in anticipation of the ‘stir- 
ring results they were sure he 
would produce. 

Patton’s story is now left to 
others to finish. It is a great 
story, of a great man and a great 
combat leader. History is sure to 
rate him among the greatest of 
the nation’s battle immortals. On 
a par with J.E.B. Stuart, Nathan 
Bedford Forrest, William Tecum- 
seh Sherman and Stonewall Jack- 
son, the God-fearing southern 
scourge who was one of Patton's 
greatest idols and whose cam- 
paigns he knew in detail by mem- 
ory. 

Like Jackson, Patton invoked 
the aid of God intimately and con- 
fidently in all his undertakings, 


Wrote Prayer Against Rain. 


When the Third Army was pre- 
paring, just before the German 
counter-offensive in the Ardennes, 
to launch a major attack on the 
Siegfried line in the Saar, Patton 
wrote a prayer beseeching the 
Lord for a cessation of the rains 
that were waterlogging the region. 
He had the prayer printed with 
the intention of distributing it to 
the troops just before their jump- 
off, scheduled at dawn Dec. 20. 

But by that date Patton and his 
men, more than 100 miles to the 
north, were furiously stemming 
Nazi panzer hordes’ thundering 
around Bastogne. The day before 
Christmas, Patton directed’ that 
the prayer be distributed to his 
men, 

His chief of staff pointed out 
out that the prayer had been writ- 
ten for the Saar and not the 
Ardennes, Patton smiled. 

“Oh, the Lord won't mind,” he 
said. “I know He’ll understand. 
He knows we're too busy now to 
print and distribute another pray- 
er.

BELIEVES. INQUIRY 
ON PEARL HARBOR 
HAS PROVED VALUE 


Ferguson Cites _ Testi- 
mony Bearing on Side 
Issues, Such as Army- 
Navy Merger. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP) 
—The Pearl Harbor investigation 
was viewed by Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, today as turn- 
ing up a lot of valuable informa- 
tion for Congress on side ques- 
tions, including that of unifying 
the Army and the Navy. 

“The record of hearings is 
something members of Congress 
will find of interest in passing 
on that issue,” he told reporters. 
“It will also bear examination 
when consideration is given to 
creating a central intelligence 
service,” * 

Ferguson emphasized that he 
was drawing no conclusions as 
yet and did not want to comment 
directly on the evidence received 
thus far.

60 scheduled witnesses. Two of 
these, however, were the pre- 
Pearl Harbor Army and Navy in- 
telligence chiefs, Maj.

was arrested today on charges of 
instigating a short-lived revolu- 
tionary attempt at Colon last 
night in which seven ptrsons were 
killed and seven wounded.

was ordered aftcr a meeting of 
the cabinet called by President 
Enrique Jimenez. Police reinforce- 
ments from Panama City were 
sent to Colon, at the northern end 
of the Panama Canal.

District Attorney Lionel Urriola

Arias at his home. He said the 
former President denied responsi- 
bility for any revolutionary at- 
tempt. 

Colon Out of Bounds for Yanks.

Colon out of bounds for American 
troops. 

Arias, president in 1940-41, re- 
turned from exile in Argentina 
two months ago and immediately 
launched a political campaign in 
which he criticized United States 
policy toward Panama and re- 
iterated his nationalist beliefs. He 
made claims also to the pregi- 
dential office from which he was 
ousted in 1941 in a bloodless coup. 

Five attackers and two police of- 
ficers were killed in the shooting, 
which began at the Colon police 
station and continued from roam- 
ing automobiles for an hour. Four 
policemen and three civilians were 
wounded. Three were reported to 
be seriously hurt. 

Reports said seven men, taken 
to the station on charges of dis- 
turbing the peace, began shooting 
when they entered the building. 
Other men were reported to have 
fired into the station from the 
outside.

Golschmann, on Podium 
Again, Presents New Com- 
position By Hindemith. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
 WViadimir Golschmann returned 
to the podium at Kiel Auditorium 
for last night's concert by the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra after 
three weeks absence in Cleve- 
land. In keeping with the holi- 
day spirit, he came bearing a 
very handsome gift in the form 
of a new composition by Paul 
Hindemith called “A Symphonic 
Metamorphosis of Theme by Carl 
Maria von Weber.” 

The first thing that must be 
said about it is that Weber’s part 
in it was negligible. The next 
is that the word “metamorphosis” 
was used with expressive accur- 
acy. The third is that the or- 
chestra rose to the occasion with 
enthusiasm and gave the piece a 
performance worthy of its strong 
and interesting character. 

The themes by Weber which 
Hindemith exploited with so much 
success are thoroughly innocuous, 
but from Hindemith’s point of 
view w they must | have had | had a _ger-— 


minal, or at least an allusive quali- 
ty. In any case, they were used 
for a most engaging play of im- 
aginative musicianship and instru- 
mental virtuosity and while the 
metamorphosis in each case was 
complete it was still possible 
to detect the identity of the origi- 
nal material at almost every stage. 


Each of the four divisions of 
the piece had its own character, 
all weré transformed freely with 
no set development and were so 
contrasted as to leave an over- 
all rounded effect like that of a 
symphony. For the most part the 
harmonic treatment was conso- 
nant, the lyrical appeal was di- 
rect, the orchestration, while in- 
genious and provocatively skill- 
ful, especially in the scoring for 
the brasses, was not too complex, 
and the rhythms were strong and 
evocative. 

All in all, it was the most inter- 
esting contemporary piece of the 
season and one that deserves a 
quick second performance. 

Sharing the first part of the pro- 
gram with the Hindemith work 
were Mozart’s “Marriage of Fig- 
aro” overture and the “Haffner” 
symphony. The latter is a lesser 
symphony in size but is a major 
work nevertheless and like others 
of Mozart’s nature period has such 
a concentration of charm, elegance 
and delicate stirrings of the heart 
that one can hardly believe one’s 
ears.

Writer and Lawyer Succumbs 
at 70 After Year’s 
Illness. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
Arthur C. Train, lawyer, novelist 
and creator of Mr. Ephraim Tutt, 
a fictional character whose real- 
life existence was taken for grant- 
ed by many readers, died today 
in Memorial Hospital after a 
year's illness. He was 70 years 
old, 

Train, re-elected last week as 
president of the National Insti- 
tute of Arts and Letters, had been 
in the hospital several times 
since spring undergoing a series 
of operations.

Train and Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, publishers of “Yankee Law- 
yer,” were sued in Supreme Court 
by an attorney who charged that 
Tutt’s failure to materialize in 
the flesh constituted fraiud. 

A graduate of Harvard. Law 
School, Train wrote 250 short 
stories and novels in 25 years. 
During that time, Mr. Tutt’s volu- 
minous correspondence included 
letters from lost cousins, Harvard 
classmates and the publishers of 
“Who's Who” who wanted him to 
be included in the 1945 edition. 

Cases promising fabulous re- 
tainers were offered Tutt, whose 
adventures came to an end in the 
fourteenth of the Tutt books, “Mr. 
Tutt Finds a Way,” published last 
March, 

Train entered the office of the 
New York District Attorney in 
1901 after practicing in Massachu- 
setts. He continued to serve as 
an assistant district attorney un- 
til 1908. 

Later. he was appointed special 
deputy attorney general by Gov. 
Charles Evans Hughes to invésti- 
gate charges of political offenses 
in Queens county. In 1914 he took 
up private practice but later re- 
tired from the firm of Perkins & 
Train to devote himself entirely 
to writing. 

His widow and three daughters 
survive.

Business and _ Professional 
Men Were His Friends— 
Funeral Monday 


Funeral services for Ed Wil- 
kinson, Negro, a barber for prom- 
inent St. Louisans and visiting 
celebrities for nearly 60 years, will 
be tomorrow morning at 9:10 
o'clock at St. Malachy’s Catholic 
Church, 2900 Clark avenue. Burial 
will be in Calvary Cemetery, 


Wilkinson died Thursday, at the 
age of 73, after a long illness. 
Although his full name was Albert 
Edwin Wilkinson he was “Ed” to 
hundreds of customers who rep- 
resented a cross section of St. 
Louis .business and professional 
life. 

When he was 15 he stood by his 
first barber's chair, at the Marble 
Palace in the old Lindell Hotel at 
Sixth street and Washington ave- 
nue. With a brother, William, he 


opened his first shop at 2603 
Washington avenue when he was 
18. For the last 25 years his shop 
was in the lobby of the Chamber 


of Commerce building, 511 Locust 
street. He previously had shops 
in the Security building, Union 
rust building, Commonwealth 
Trust building and Singer build- 
ing. 

Early patrons of Wilkinson in- 
cluded Mayor David R, Francis, 
later governor, and the Rev. Dr. 
S. J. Nichols, pastor of Second 
Presbyterian Church, He _ kept 
scores of shaving mugs bearing 
the names of his customers, 
whom he counted as friends. 

Often he would be called upon 
to serve as barber and valet to 
distinguished visitors. In 1920 he 


qtrimmed the hair of Franklin D. 


Roosevelt, then a candidate for 
vice president, as Roosevelt re- 
ceived visitors on the observation 
platform of his special car. 
Wilkinson was called in to serve 
as a valet on one occasion when 
Herbert Hoover was visiting Ar- 
nold Stifel. He recalled that Hoo- 


ver insisted upon shaving himself 
and “was rather independent of 
being served.” 

In 1916 he took an unscheduled 
train trip to Mexico. He had been 
called to a troop train on the East 
Side to cut the hair of some offi- 
cers en route to the border. The 
train started as he was in the 
midst of a haircut. The officers 
induced him to stay aboard all the 
way to Mexico and they paid his 
fare back home. 

He lived with his wife, Caroline, 
at 3404 Wyoming street. Two sis- 
ters and a brother also survive,

WASHINGTON U. 
0 EXPAND SCHOOL 
OF ENGINEERING 


Plans Call for New Build- 
ings, Equipment — In- 
dustrial Research Unit 


To Be Set Up. 


Plans to make the Washington 
University School of Engineering 
one of the outstanding technolog- 
ical institutions in the United 
States were announced yesterday 
by Dean Alexander 8S. Langsdorf. 

New buildings will be erected 
and new equipment purchased, 
Dean Langsdorf said, and a re- 
search organization composed of 
faculty members and graduate 
students will be formed to work 
on industrially sponsored projects 
in co-operation with the univer- 
sity’s research foundation. The ap- 
pointment of Dr. Raymond G. 
Spencer of Chicago as head of the 
foundation was announced by 


Chancellor Arthur H. Compton, 
Friday. 

The school of engineering cur- 
riculum will be expanded to in- 
clude courses in Diesel engineer- 
ing, metallurgy and aeronautics 
and the number of students is ex- 


350 who now attend to 800. 
Initial steps for launching the 
expansion program were taken in 


1942 and 1943 under the sponsor- 
ship of a_ special committee 
headed by John M. Olin, presi- 
dent ot Olin Industries, Inc., par- 
ent organization of Western Cart- 
ridge Co. Funds solicited from 
St. Louis industries were used tq 
purchase such laboratory equip- 
ment as was available under prior- 
ities, and some of the money was 
set aside for future use. 

The research program, Dean 
Langsdorf said, will include self- 
initiated projects designed to ob- 
tain information related to scien- 
tific principles without possibility 
of immediate industrial applica- 
tion as well as projects undertaken 
at the suggestion and with the 
financial aid of an _ industrial 
sponsor. 

Program to Help Small Industry. 

This program, he pointed out, 
will especially benefit smaller in- 
dustries which cannot afford the 
luxury of privately owned labor- 
atories but are dependent on the 
knowledge obtained from labor- 
atory experiments, It will also 
help prevent needless duplication 
of equipment in scores of par- 
tially developed laboratories, he 
said. 

“The primary function of a 
school of technology has always 
been the thorough training of its 
students in those fundamental 
branches of science which under- 
lie industrial applications,” Dean 
Langsdorf said. “That training, 
if it is to be effective, must take 


place under conditions that em-7 


phasize not only the essential de- 
pendence of industry upon basic 
science, but the reciprocal obliga- 
tion of a _ technological institu- 
tion to contribute its full share 
toward the solution of industrial 
problems and the discovery of 
new knowledge that will promote 
general welfare. 

“In short, there is a mutuality 
of interest between industry on 
the one hand and the schools of 
technology on the other. Each can 
benefit from the services the other 
can render.” 

Advisory Planning Group. 

An advisory committee com- 
posed of leading industrialists in 
the St. Louis area has been work- 
ing with Dean Langsdorf in plan- 
ning expansion of facilities of the 
engineering school. Members of 
the committee include civil, me- 
chanical, electrical and chemical] 
engineers. 

The plans call for full coverage 
both on the graduate and under- 
graduate levels of new and ex- 
panded curricula in each of the 
four major fields. Civil engineer- 
ing courses wil] include design of 
steel, concrete and timber struc- 
tures, foundations and soil me- 
chanics, municipal engineering, 
hydrology, hydraulics and _ the 
testing of engineering materials. 

Mechanical engineering will 
cover internal combustion engines, 
air conditioning, machine and tool 
design, shop management and 
heat treatment of steel and its 
alloys. The chemical engineering 
curriculum will include inorganic 
and organic chemical technology, 
plastics, automatic control equip- 
ment, powder metallurgy and 
electrodeposition of metals and 
alloys, while telephony, telegraphy, 
radio and radar will be taught in 
electrical engineering courses. 

In addition to these subdivisions 
of the major fields, facilities of 
the photoelastic laboratory for the 
study of internal stresses in ir- 
regularly shaped objects will be 
expanded in connection with 
graduate courses in elasticity and 
plasticity.

Mental Hygiene Clinic for Aid 
Of Veterans to Be Opened Jan. 1 


Special Division Will Be Established by 


Washington U. to Replace Read-

A special division of the Wash- 
ington University. Clinics, to be 
known as the Mental Hygiene 
Clinic, will be opened Jan. 1 at 
507 South Euclid avenue to treat 
veterans with  service-connected 
nervous and mental disorders, it 
was announced yesterday. 

The new clinic is being opened 
at the request of the Veterans 
Administration, and will replace 
the Veterans’ Readjustment Serv- 
ice which has been operated for 
the past year in the University 
Club Building, 607 North Grand 
boulevard. Dr. Edwin Gildea, pro- 
fessor of neuro-psychiatry at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, was in charge of the 
old center and will also be direc- 
tor of the new one. 

The clinic will provide treatment 
for veterans with nervous dis- 
orders ranging in degree from 
minor to moderately severe, Dr. 
Gildea said. Such cases are not 
sick enough to be in a veterans’ 
hospital, he said, but are suffi- 
ciently incapacitated to find it dif- 
ficult to get along well in civilian 
life. Brief psychotherapy has been 
found to make it possible in many 
cases to enable the indivdual to 
recover much faster or to avoid 
hospital treatment, he said,

Service Plant 


The Goodyear Speedway Co., 
Twenty-second and Locust streets, 
has purchased from the Tower 
Grove Quarry & Construction Co., 
a tract of ground on which to 
build a new tire and automobile 
service plant at an estimated cost

Labor Voice in Prices, Policies 
Underlying Objective of Strike 
At General il Motors, Says Reuther |

DETROIT, Dec. 22. 
HOULD General Motors wage rates be 
based on ability to pay or on the going 
scale of a competitive industry? 

That’s the “30 per cent question” at the 
bottom of the strike involving 175,000 mem- 
bers of the CIO United Automobile Workers’ 
Union which has paralyzed General Motors 
reconversion production since Noy. 21. Itisa 
question whose importance is not confined to 
one corporation or one industry. The 
answer, in fact, could bring about a reori- 
entation of the relations of worker and man- 
agement throughout the country. 

The question has been brought to the fore 
by the union’s determination to get a raise 
in pay that will not increase the price of au- 
tomobiles. They want more money but they 
don’t want to pass the cost to the public. 
The corporation’s ability to pay, in the 
union’s opinion, is the crux of the whole 
issue. 

The corporation, on the other hand, says 
it has nothing to do with the case. The 
company’s profits are not a factor in wage 
determination and the price of cars, it says, 
is none of the union’s business. The union, 
it charges, is trying to encroach on the 
prerogative of management. 

The ‘30 per cent’’ is merely a bargaining 
point. The union, through 38-year-old Wal- 
tex P. Reuther, vice president of the union 
and sparkplug of the strike, has offered to 
scale down its demand if the company can 
show it is not able to pay that much. 


Maintenance of 1942 
Prices Is Demanded. 


In a recent negotiating conference with 
General Motors executives, Reuther stated: 
“It is not a 30 per cent ‘or else’ propo- 
sition. We want the maximum wage in- 
crease that the company is able to pay and 
still maintain 1942 prices to protect the 
consumer's interest and to support the Ad- 
ministration’s policy of holding prices 
while on the other hand still insuring a 
fair return on the investment the stock- 
holders have in the business. If your 
facts prove you are right—that you can't 
pay without a price rise—we will scale 
down our wage demand to the figure in 
keeping with the facts you give us.” 
Reuther is convinced, however, that a 
wage increase in the key automotive in- 
dustry—which accounts for one out of 
seven workers in the country—would spur 
wage rises in other industries and bring 
about a national economy of full produc- 
tion and abundance, 
“The General Motors case is more than 
a wage argument,” Reuther told the 
writer,” it is a test case to decide on the 
basic wage pattern of postwar America. 
If that wage pattern is geared to the arith- 
metic of abundance based on ability to 
produce we can achieve full employment 
and full production. That is the only 
economic basis for winning the peace.” 
This statement implies, and Reuther spe- 
cifically admits that he is playing for higher 
stakes than a few more nickels in the weekly 
pay envelope. In insisting on ability to pay 
as a yardstick for wages he is attempting to 
create an entering*vedge for the implementa- 
tion of an economic theory. This theory would 
give labor a:far greater share of profit than 
it has. ever earned before in addition to a 
voice in the establishment of prices and par- 
ticipation in industry-wide councils composed 
of representatives of labor, management and 
consumers.

Negotiators for the corporation have re- 
fused to discuss economic theories with 
Reuther and have advised him to “talk 
about the money you would like to have for 
your people and let the labor statesmanship 
go to hell for awhile.” 


Labor Movement Not 
‘Another Pressure Group.’ 


Negotiations have descended to the level 
of billingsgate. Unbridled profanity—with 
the GM negotiators as the principal of- 
fenders—punctuates nearly every meeting. 
Reuther has fallen back on what he calls 
the “arithmetic” of the situation. He has 
maintained his poise during most of the con- 
ferences but the president of the union, 
burly R. J. Thomas, more than once has 
traded sulphurous epithets across the table. 
Thomas tries to serve as a balance wheel 
between Reuther, head of the “rightist” 
faction of the union, and left-winger George 
F. Addes, its secretary-treasurer. 

Reuther, who previously attracted national 
attention with his plans for fighter plane 
production and a blueprint for reconversion, 
readily recognizes that if labor expects 
wages based on management’s ability to pay 
in prosperous times it must anticipate de- 
creases in hard times.

Why Enrichment Needs Law 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This letter is in reply to Julian P. 
Scott's question why enrichment of 
white flour and bread should have to be 
compulsory. 

The American public owes a debt of 
gratitude to the millers and bakers for 
their cordial support of the enrichment 
program, Many, probably most, will 
continue enrichment of white flour and 
bread, law or no law. 

The movement for state legislation 
started when it was discovered that the 
high-priced but not the lower-priced 
flours were being enriched. The cheap- 
est grades go into the mouths of the 
most poorly fed. Thus families most in 
need of dietary improvement were not 
getting the benefits of enrichment. As 
long as this condition exists, the full 
benefits of enrichment cannot be real- 
ized. 

The ingredients for enriching 100 
pounds of flour cost approximately 7 
cents. Millers who want to enrich their 
cheaper grades of flour cannot afford 
to do it unless their competitors also en- 
rich the same grades. A few cents’ dif- 
ference on a sack of flour can make or 
break a sale. Price competition is very 
keen. 

After long consideration, nutrition 
workers and those responsible for public 
health have concluded that the simplest 
and most practical way to improve the 
diets of all strata of the population, and 
to insure continuance of an improved 
dietary, is to make enrichment manda- 
tory. That is why Senate Bill 130 was 
introduced in the Missouri Legislature 
last April. The bill is still awaiting its 
gecond hearing before the Senate Agri- 
cultural Committee. 

Americans are spending needless mil- 
lions for vitamins at the same time that 
people most in need of this aid to health 
are not getting their share, The cost of 
enrichment per person per year is esti- 
mated at 18 cents. The greatest single 
merit of enrichment of white flour and 
bread is that it promises definite, tan- 
gible nutritional improvement of all 
diets promptly and at low cost.

Mr. Truman Clears It Up 


President Truman on Thursday clarified his 
position toward the examination of management 
books by fact-finding commissions seeking to 
settle industrial disputes. His statement will 
go far toward quieting apprehensions that were 
raised by his message of Dec. 3, in which he 
urged Congress to use the precedent of the 
highly successful Railway Labor Act by provid- 
ing for fact-finding, cooling-off and publicity in 
disputes which vitally affect “the national pub- 
lic interest.” : 

Those apprehensions, in which this newspaper 
shared, were based upon the extremely broad 
language of the message. It said that “the board 
should be directed to make a thorough investi- 
gation of all the facts which it deems relevant 
in the controversy.” This was construed to 
mean that the private business status of corpo- 
rations would be spread upon the public record 
—surely a disturbing innovation in a private 
enterprise economic system, 

Mr. Truman on Thursday made it plain that 
he did not intend this. He explained that “the 
detailed information obtained from the books of 
an employer should not be made public.” “Such 
a disclosure,” he added, “would place the em- 
ployer at a disadvantage with respect to his 
competitors.” 

However, the President insists—and here he 
will have a considerable measure of public ap- 
proval—that a knowledge of a company’s ability 
to pay increased wages is essential to the de- 
termination whether or not a union demand is 
reasonable. 

The President’s message also invited the in- 
ference that it would lead to the virtual fixing 
of wages and prices by fact-finding boards. This 
also Mr. Truman explicitly denied in his latest 
statement. He said that, while ability to pay is 
a relevant fact in wage disputes, “this does not 
mean that the Government or its fact-finding 
board is going to endeavor to fix a rate of re- 
turn for the employer.” 

As a matter of fact, many companies, in bar- 
gaining collectively with their employes, volun- 
tarily offer data bearing on their ability to pay 
higher wages. And, as Mr. Truman points out, 
the matter of opening books is nothing new. 

“There are many instances,” he says, “where 
the books of corporations are opened for in- 
spection to representatives of the state and Fed- 
eral governments and where the information so 
obtained is used solely by such officials to carry 
out their functions.” The income tax is only 
one example. 

From the short-range point of view, with the 
auto workers and many others out on strike and 
the steel strike scheduled for Jan, 14, Mr. Tru- 
man’s policy still has a serious defect. He has 
yet to offer a lucid statement on wages and 
prices. This appears essential if present and 
approaching strikes are to be settled. 

The brakes have largely been taken off wage 
increases and the Little Steel formula has been: 
junked, yet price controls remain, The brake 
that remains on wage increases is that they must 
not involve price increases, but this seems un- 
tenable considering the heavy demands of labor 
and other factors in the whole economic picture. 
What is needed is the establishment of a new 
line to hold against the ever-present threat of 
wild inflation. 

But Mr. Truman, in his message of Dec. 3, was 
speaking in terms of the long-range picture. He 
was striving to set up effective machinery to 
use when substantial public interest is affected 
by industrial warfare. It is in this light that 
Congress should consider the legalization of the 
fact-finding procedure which, in the case of the 
railroads, has operated to prevent major rail- 
road strikes ever since the Railway Labor Act 
was passed in 1926. 

Our national economy has become so sensi- 
tively interdependent that, in the case of an au- 
tomobile strike or, worse, in the case of a steel 
strike, the effects spread through the nation. 
Such strikes have a paralyzing effect on indus- 
tries remote from those immediately involved. 
They punish millions of employers and employes 
who have no power whatever to intervene, who 
have not the slightest connection with the con- 
troversy. 

Surely, when the public interest is so seriously 
threatened, there should be some way in which 
Government can use its influence to protect the 
people both from intransigent management and 
reckless unionism, 

From this point of view, the President’s mes- 
sage of Dec. 3 should be examined anew, partic- 
ularly since the fears it aroused have to a large 
extent been obliterated by Mr. Truman’s clarify- 
ing statement of Thursday. When it is so 
viewed, we think it will gain support from the 
public which, in turn, will react upon a Congress 
which laid the whole matter aside until after 
the holidays, in spite of the President’s request 
for immediate action.

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Communique From Moscow 

Voluminous and optimistic are the reports 
from the conference of Foreign Ministers in 
Moscow. It is stated on excellent authority that 
Mr. Byrnes went to see the French Ambassador, 
Mr. Catroux. What they talked about is, of 
course, not known, but the fact that they got to- 
gether is regarded as all to the good, 

Mr. Byrnes, it is reliably reported, was asked 
to partake of vodka and made a snappy wise- 
crack about the Senate being a “real school” 
for education in handling alcoholic beverages. 
Then there was the diverting account of the 
photographer with Puritan instincts, who saw to 
it that the three delegation chiefs posed for one 
picture without their vodka glasses. 

At great expense, and through the tireless 
efforts of a corps of the most able correspon- 
dents, it has been established that Mr. Molotov 
has learned a couple of words of English and 
Mr. Byrnes a couple of words—or perhaps it is 
only one word—of Russian. 

When Messrs. Bevin, Molotov and Byrnes met, 
they did not scowl at one another, it is made 
known. Quite to the contrary, they smiled. This 
is regarded as having the most promising inter- 
national implications. How ean the eonference 
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be other than a success when it has been opened, 
if not with a bang, at least with a beam? 

There is only one small cloud on the horizon, 
Word could come, of course, that Mr. Byrnes 
had entered the conference room wearing a pep- 
per-and-salt worsted with a white carnation in 
the buttonhole, or that Mr. Bevin was attired in 
gray and carried a cane. When conference re- 
ports reach the sartorial level, it’s a pretty sure 
sign there’s nothing —- going on.

A Move Against East Side Smoke 


In launching his campaign of urging the indus- 
tries and railroads on the East Side to end their 
smoke nuisance, Mayor Kaufmann is acting pri- 
marily in the interests of his own city. His letter 
to the heads of 54 plants and rail lines in and 
around East St. Louis frankly admits this when 
it says: 

While our city and its Missouri suburbs 
have solved the smoke problem in so far as 
it is practical to eliminate their own smoke, 
the fact remains that we still suffer from 
smoke blown upon us from across the river. 


St. Louis itself would not be the sole bene- 
ficiary of smoke elimination on the East Side, 
however—far from it. Smoke drifting from across 
the river pollutes this city’s air an average of 
one day out of four, and thus seriously impairs 
its otherwise successful anti-smoke program. But 
smoke pollutes the East Side air 365 days out of 
365, and causes its communities to suffer all the 
inconveniences and losses that beset St. Louis 
before installation of its controls six years ago. 

If East Side railroads and industries ‘install 
anti-smoke devices, the results, as the Mayor 
points out, “will redound to your economic bene- 
fit.” Diesel engines are more economical than 
steam engines; they pay for themselves in a 
relatively few years. Clouds of smoke pouring 
from a factory chimney mean improper combus- 
tion and waste of fuel. Smokeless coal in home 
furnaces and stoves delivers more heat units 
per pound than the smoky variety. By every 
test, the smoke evil has been proved a costly 
luxury, 

If city governments across the river follow St. 
Louis’s example and adopt an ironclad anti- 
smoke ordinance, they will share the rewards 
this community has reaped—clearer skies, purer 
air, fewer nose and throat ailments, rehabilita- 
tion of former smoke-ridden residence areas and 
a checking of the exodus to the suburbs, better 
growth of trees and other vegetation, reduction 
in laundry and cleaning bills, curbing of smoke- 
borne acid’s damage to buildings. All these re- 
sults have come about in St. Louis, and they 
have attracted nation-wide, even international, 
notice. . 

This city naturally wishes to make its victory 
over smoke complete, and the clouds of smoke 
that pour across the river when east winds blow 
are a constant handicap; hence the Mayor's ap- 
peal to the good-neighborliness of East Side in- 
terests. Their co-operation will be appreciated 
by every St. Louis citizen, but the East Side it- 
self will be an even greater beneficiary from ac- 
eeptance of Mr. Kaufmann’s suggestions. 
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Vapor Plumes Over China 

The optimistic professions of peace-for-China 
which are coming through Shanghai from the 
Kuomintang Government at Chungking and the 
Chinese Communist Government at Yenan do 
not necessarily mean that a solution of China’s 
vexing domestic strife is just around the corner. 

The overtures so far from both sides are, in 
fact, no more than a war of propaganda, in which 
each is trying to put the other in an inferior 
light for the occasion of Gen, Marshall's arrival 
as the new United States Ambassador. 

Neither Chungking nor Yenan, for all the 
fancy protestations of virtue, has closed the 
breach by a hair’s-breadth. The problems are 
still there that have been there since the start 
of the civil war. They will continue to be there 
until they are attacked by something a great 
deal more solid than the vaporings of propa- 
ganda. 
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Do We Never Learn? 


While American manhood is still busy in the 
occupation of Japan and Germany and war trials 
to punish the guilty are being held in various 
parts of the world, Tom Uyeda, formerly a 
steward at the Bridlespur Hunt Club, is secretly 
released from an internment camp in South Da- 
kota by officials of the office of the Attorney 
General of the United States. 

If what United States District Attorney Harry 
C. Blanton and other Government officials said 
about Uyeda, a registered Japanese agent, being 
a “dangerous enemy alien” and one of the lead- 
ers in an abortive attempt to form a “fifth col- 
umn” among the Negroes was true in the days 
immediately following Pearl Harbor, then Uyeda 
is a very fortunate man and has been treated 
handsomely. If the charges were not true, he 
should never have been interned for so long a 
time. 

How differently he would have been treated if 
he had been an American who adopted Japan or 
Germany as his country and then continued to 
be an American agent working against the in- 
terests of the other country! No, we don’t 
believe he should have been shot or starved to 
death. We do believe he violated our hospitali- 
ty and should be sent back to his homeland, for 
which he worked so hard as an espionage agent. 
That would be mild indeed. 

Apparently some of our officials in the Attor- 
ney General’s office weren’t touched much by 
the war. Shall we cast aside the spirit of those 
men who died from Guadalcanal to Okinawa and 
from Tobruk to the Dutch lowlands? Are our 
sons of today going to be buried on lonely Pa- 
cific atolls or in Flanders field because we aren't 
stern enough with men who like the advantages 
of our country but keep their allegiance to their 
homeland? 

Washington officials seem to forget that every 
little item of information aided in putting some 
American in an early grave. Uyeda’s sponsors 
for release pleaded that he was a “nice chap.” 
Nice or not, he made his bed and let’s send 
him to it—in Japan. 
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Harry Truman, applying for a Missouri auto- 
mobile license, describes himself as a farmer, 
His job for the next three years will be to keep 
the rest of the country from agreeing with him.

A new isolationism in American newspapers is apparent in their 
neglect of news of world significance, former soldier correspondent 
writes; he sees a preoccupation with “gat-and-gal journalism”; he 
asserts editorial irresponsibility is turning news freedom into license.

These past few months, our press has 
been full of advice to returning service 
men on readjustment to civilian life, but 
somehow, newspapers and magazines have 
consistently overlooked one problem which 
vexes almost every veteran—adjustment to 
the American press. 


On the surface, this newspaper of yours 
looks the same, but if you study it closely, 
you will see that it is going through a rev- 
olution. In a curious way, it is turning 
to a new form of isolationism—an isolation- 
ism of under-playing happenings abroad. 


For example, examine the metropolitan 
press for the last months. These were top 
stories for the mass circulation journals of 
New York City: 

“An effeminate railroad clerk murdered 
the ballroom dancer with whom he shared 
a room, hacked the body apart and threw 
it in the river.” 

“A San Francisco society woman mur- 
dered the nurse she wrongly suspected of 
extra-marital relations with her husband, 
The husband then suicided.” 

“Two groups of professional athletes 
competed in the baseball world series.” 


What Is Important? ‘ 


Meanwhile, Col, Juan Peron, leader of 
Argentina’s Fascist Government, resigned 
in a temporary loss of power, and the New 
York Daily News gave it three paragraphs, 

A day or so before Pierre Laval's con- 
viction for treason, one of the world’s two 
greatest news services carried 240 words 
on the trial over the early wire—half of 
what it gave the murder case. 


A $22,000 holdup was played over the new 
Jap Cabinet. 

Many old-timers are frank about the 
press swing to home trivialities. For in- 
stance, John O’Donnell, Daily News Wash- 
ington columnist, devoted two columns to 
exultation over the return of gat-and-gal 
journalism. He said he thought it looked 
swell to open a paper and not see any guff 
about the United Nations. 

This new isolationism is not the fault 
of foreign correspondents. They file their 
dispatches. Cable desks trim the original 
because they realize it is hopeless to try 
to sell the whole story to editors. 

General desks, which ride herd on all 
copy before it finally goes on trunk wires, 
slash the cable-desk version to meet the 
pressure of domestic news. The newspaper 
editors finally cut this version—or often 
omit it entirely to make the way for a local 
feature. 


Have We Forgotten? 


Perhaps the trouble rests with the higher 
echelon. Perhaps it can be blamed upon 
public taste. The home-coming veteran is 
stunned by the swiftness with which the 
public has forgotten the war and its les- 
sons. The man in the street who believes 
in the necessity of the United Nations 
would still much rather read about Army 
football victories or Hollywood divorces. 


A few papers like the New York Times 
and the Herald Tribune resist this public 
pressure. The rest serve up a palatable 
dish of gat-and-gal journalism, The effect 
is profound. 

Coming home, the GI who read the Stars 
and Stripes finds himself better informed 
on international affairs than many home- 


front newspaper readers. Paired with this 
new isolationism is the irresponsibility of 
some of the press. It strikes the veteran

Jewish leaders bluntly denied the 
charge. Finally, O’Donnell admitted all the 
facts of his previous column were false. 
He didn’t apologize for its anti-Semitic 
tone, however, 


Apology or not, the harm had been done. 
Millions of readers had been spoon-fed as 
vicious a piece of anti-Semitic propaganda 
as ever appeared in any important news- 
paper. 

Another aspect of the problem is the tre- 
mendous influence of columnists. Radio, 
with its commentators, is equally guilty. 
There is no test qualification for a column- 
ist except his circulation-getting prowess. 
Orson Welles, actor, and Elsa Maxwell, so- 
cial gadabout, turn to international affairs 
and their readers follow. 

The editors casually waive responsibility 
by statements in six-point type, saying the 
views of columnists don’t necessarily ex- 
press the views of the paper. 


The News and the Peace 


Not long ago, Variety, theatrical trade 
paper, examined the whole roster of radio 
commentators and found only a handful 
qualified by education and professional ex- 
perience to disseminate their views to the 
public. 

If peace is to be won, there must be one 
world composed of mutually understanding 
peoples. That cannot be if our press forces 
the head of the American ostrich back into 
the sand. 

Moreover, the trend of the American 
press internationally is dangerous, because 
it is becoming the press of the world. New 
world services of American wire associa- 
tions circulate their news everywhere. An 
AP reporter in Washington is writing for 
Shanghai papers, too. A UP correspondent 
on a Miami Beach story is published in 
Brussels as well as in Chicago, 

Veterans, who sacrificed more than 
others in paving the way for creation of a 
world in which nations can live together 
in peace, are the ones to demand a re- 
furbished and mature press.

An Honest Autobiography 
By a Talented Novelist 


“Raw Material,’’ by Oliver LaFarge. (Houghton Mit- 
flin & Co., Boston.) 


Many autobiographies tend to be pedes- 
trian—conglomerations of names, dates, 
places, events, trying desperately not to be 
trying to the reader. Rare indeed is an 
autopsy of the spirit such as Oliver LaFarge 
offers here. Vaguely reminiscent of Marcel 
Proust or James Joyce, the book is, as the 
writer puts it, “the evolution of an escap- 
ist.” 

In the short space of 200 pages, the au- 
thor of the Pulitzer Prize novel, “Laughing 
Boy,” remarks his journey into adulthood 
and traces the evolution of his prejudices 
and beliefs. His honest, straightforward 
story is typical of young literary men dur- 
ing 1918-39: New England heritage; famous 
artist-grandfather; Groton, that most cor- 
rect of private schools, and its natural 
eorollary, Harvard. 

* * . 


LaFarge’s years at Groton were unhappy, 
embittered by the nickname “Bop.” These 
were offset only by summer sailing on Nar- 
ragansett Bay. Harvard, where he was a 
member of the crew, brought some escape 
from introspection. The succeeding scenes 
move as rapidly as the pictures in a penny . 
peep show: a period as an ethnologist in 
Central America, the experience of life 
among the Navajo Indians, Bohemian ex- 
istence in the French Quarter of New Or- 
leans, and lastly, that indefinite quantity, 
the Pulitzer Prize winner. 

To the author, a book is a project fraught 
with difficulty. He says: “Writing is not 
self-expression. . . . Art is the expression 
of something one has seen which is bigger 
than one’s self... . Part of the experiment 
of this book is to see if I can handle the 
material within myself as if it were about 
someone else to whose innards God had 
miraculously given me eomplete access.” 


» * * 


From this point of departure, LaFarge 
describes the things he has thought and 
felt. Particularly well done is the final 
chapter, on the problem of the writer in 
collecting, organizing and producing litera- 
ture. He begins with the premise that “for 
the writer there is no pleasure comparable 
to writing,” then qualifies this later with 
the observation, “Making love is equal to 
it, but unfortunately that does not last 
long enough.” 

No man can be truly great unless he can 
laugh at himself. LaFarge has a wry sense 
of humor. It is perhaps best illustrated in 
a brief passage on why he undertook this 
autobiography: 

“In one of his stories, Robert Benchley 
describes a pageant in which the pleasures 
of mankind were portrayed. Among them, 
along with the usual list, he includes a 
pleasant-looking, plump, middle-aged wom- 
an representing the Pleasure of Taking Off 
Tight Shoes. It may be that part of the 
motivation of this book is a celebration of 
that pleasure.”

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Peaceful, Self-Sustaining Germany 
Under Potsdam Terms Possible by 
1950, Says FEA Report to Senate 


Export-Import Balance in 5 Years Is Esti- 
mate Made in Study Which Envisions 
Loss of War Industries as Benefit Instead 
of Disaster to Defeated Nation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22, 


ERMANY can be transformed into a peaceful, self-sustaining 
nation after it is totally disarmed in accordance with the terms 
of the Potsdam declaration, the final report of the Foreign Eco- 


nomic Administration’s enemy branch asserts. 

Data collected by the FEA seem to provide an answer to those 
who say that Germany should be permitted to redevelop a good part 
of its industries and engage tn extensive export trade in order to 
maintain a minimum standard of living and meet occupation costs, 
Suggestions of this nature are contained in the so-called Hoover- 


Draper report. 

The FEA holds that the wreck- 
ing of Germany's war-making po- 
tential is the primary and over- 
riding consideration, and that, if 
the future peace of the world is 


to be taken into account, the im- 
pact on the German economy 
should be a secondary factor. 

However, disarmament need not 
be disastrous and in fact would 
eventually be beneficial to Ger- 
many, the report states. 

“We should forego a claim to 
full repayment of occupation 
costs,” the report continues, “just 
as we should forego reparations 
from current production, if such 
claims involve retaining pro- 
scribed plants within Germany in 
order to increase Germany’s 
means of payment. 

“To give priority to disarma- 
ment objectives does not, however, 
mean that we must forego all 
claims to the payment of occupa- 
tion costs and reparations in 
goods from current production. 
Both are appropriate charges 
against Germany and should be 
paid insofar as possible. 

“It would be an ironic and fool- 
{sh paradox to occupy Germany 
for the purpose of disarming her 
and then to violate the disarma- 
ment program in order to supply 
the occupying forces or defray 
their costs.” 

No Obligation on Allies. 

The report, presented to the 
Kilgore Committee of the Sen- 
ate, emphasizes that the Allies are 
under no obligation to maintain 
any given standard of living for 
the German people, but recom- 
mends that “to protect the fund- 
amental security objectives,” the 
Germans be provided with sup 
plies to tide them over until they 
can maintain their own peace- 
time economy. 

This procedure is justified on 
the ground that the disarmament 
program might be: impeded if the 
Germans were left starving and 
without shelter. There would then 
be an outcry against reparations 
and long-term disarmament meas- 
ures, with consequent arguments 
that the Germans should be al- 
lowed to produce anything they 
can to obtain foreign exchange. 

The disarmament program 
would be blamed for the decline 
in living standards, while in fact 
such decline would result from 
many factors, not the least of 
which is the loss of the area east 
of the Oder-Neisse line to the 
Polish provisional government. 
This territory contained Ger- 
many’s major surplus food area 
and a substantial portion of 
peacetime industry. 

“The reconstruction of German 
industry to a new pattern will 
be no more costly than to re- 
stoPe operations to the old pat- 
tern,” the report states. “... 
By and large, disarmament will 
even be beneficial to Germany. 
With the elimination of socially 
wasteful effort ifi arms produc- 
tion and in artificial stimulation 
of other war potential industries, 
and with agriculture and remain- 
ing industry directed energetical- 
ly into normal peacetime activi- 
ties, the population may well be 
on the way to a higher standard 
of living than it enjoyed during 
the years of preparing for and 
waging war.” 

Many Industries Untouched. 

The FEA disarmament  pro- 
gram does not contemplate as ex- 
treme a de-industrialization of 
Germany as embodied in the 
Morgenthau plan. It aims at sub- 
stantial reduction of the capacity 
of Germany’s war industries, and 
in general redirection of German 
industry into peaceful channels. 
A number of industries of sub- 
stantial importance to a peace- 
time economy would be left un- 
touched and encouraged to ex- 
pand. 

Examples of industries in this 
category are textile processing, 
food processing, glass and build- 
ing materials. There are no ex- 
press limitations against exploita- 
tion of agriculture, lands, forests, 
mineral deposits, coal and other 
natural resources. 

Production would be completely 
eliminated in such industries as 


those producing aircraft, ocean- 
going vessels, electronic devices, 
anti-friction bearings, abrasives, 
raw aluminum and magnesium, 
and synthetic oil and rubber, 
Where Opportunities Lie. 

The report discusses a number 
of fields offering opportunities to 
increase the standard of living and 
the level of employment in non- 
war work, “serving to demonstrate 
the feasibility of the proposition 
that Germany can improve her 
economic position on the basis of 
the policy laid down in the Berlin 
protocol.” 

These follow: 

Agriculture. The number of 
agricultural workers in the trun- 
cated Germany (niinus the Polish- 
administered area) can be in- 
creased considerably above the 
7,012,000 farm workers in this area 
in 1939. In 1925, farm workers 
numbered 7,611,000. Large estates 
should be broken up to give oppor- 
tunity to 150,000 additional work- 
ers. 

Construction. A large number of 
workers will be engaged in re- 
building the nation for 15 to 20 
years. The housing shortage as 
of April, 1944, was 5,700,000 dwell- 
ing units. Another 4,800,000 units 
needed repair, The situation is 
worse now. Displaced persons re- 
turning to Germany and needing 
homes may number 12,000,000. 

Woodworking. The furniture in- 
dustry should be operating at ca- 
pacity for 15 or 20 years, employ- 
ing thousands of skilled workers 
from war plants. 

Coal. The quantity of coal 
available for export should be 
greater than before the ‘war, 
though in the immediate future 
there is expected to be a great 
demand for German coal for rep- 
arations, 

Forestry. Employment should 
be greater than in prewar years. 
The FEA program calls for a 100 
per cent increase in the annual 
rate of cutting for a period of 
years sufficient to bring Ger- 
many’s stockpile of standing tim- 
ber down to the average general- 
ly prevailing. 


Fisheries..The per capita con- 
sumption of fish is not high and 
is expected to increase, with 
more opportunities in fishing and 
canning. 

Light Chemicals. A wide variety 
of plastics can be made from a 
wood pulp base and from unre- 
stricted chemicals. 

Textiles and Fibers. Germany 
can be expected’to make large 
strides in this field, if sufficient 
raw materials can be obtained. 

Consumer Goods. In terms of 
American standards, the consum- 
er goods industries had not come 
of age before the war. “German 
homes need heating, bathroom, 
kitchen and other facilities. . . If 
purchasing capacity is available, 
the desire of Germans for such 
items as sewing ‘and washing ma- 
chines and vacuum cleaners 
should be extensive.” 

Handicraft and Small Business. 
Traditionally, a large part of the 
German labor force was engaged 
in artisan activities and small 
business. The Nazis made effort 
to concentrate the war economy. 
Hundreds of thousands of work- 
ers should find their way back to 
the old customs. Cartels and com- 
bines must be broken up, free 
entrance into business and indus- 
try assured to all and new and 
small establishments encouraged. 
Export-Import Balance in 1950. 

The FEA estimated that, “de- 
spite the execution of its proposed 
disarmament program, German 
exports and imports could be 
brought into balance by 1950 at 
about 3,200,000,000 Reichsmarks, a 
level which would permit the 
maintenance of a better than min- 
imum German standard of liv- 
ing.” 

Following the submission of this 
report, and the taking of other

‘“Security Placed in Jeopardy.” 


Kilgore said he was “profoundly 
disturbed” by such recent events

“They take the position that 
German business men are politi- 
cally neutral and that no effort 
should be made to penalize Ger- 
man industry or prevent it from 
recapturing its prewar position in 
world markets. The attitude of 
these military government offi- 
cials is an outgrowth of their con- 
nections with industrial and finan- 
cial enterprises which had close 
prewar ties with the Nazis. They 
are still sympathetic to the cause 
of cartelism and to their old Ger- 
man cartel partners.

And they have had as well 
the co-operation of the Army. 

“Because of their background 
and training, our military officials 
believe that successful conclusion 
of military operations is their 
main objective. They are not pri- 
marily concerned with eradica- 
tion of policy, no matter how 
hostile it may be to the country 
they represent. For that reason 
they fail to go below the surface 
and cannot wholeheartedly work 
for an objective which means the 
setting up of a new philosophy 
within a nation which they have 
conquered by arms, For that rea- 
son I believe men more conver- 
sant with these ideas would be 
better equipped to define and im- 
plement policy than men whose 
training is strictly military.

N the last few months coal has 
made a significant comeback in 
world politics. Those smaller 
and medium-sized nations that 
cannot hope to get a share in the 
disputed oil areas of the world 
are most anxious to control as 
much of the coal as possible, 
Europeans know from bitter ex- 
perience right now what a coal 
shortage means to their very exist- 
ence. It is not only the Germans 
who cannot heat their shatered 
houses nor reconstruct their de- 
stroyed railroad system because of 
the lack of coal. Paris also is 
freezing. Because of the dwindling 
coal supply in Czechoslovakia, the 
Prague government has ordered a 
five-day week for all industries 
and a total shut-down of those 
industries for one week beginning 
Dec, 22, Italy and France depend 
largely on coal supplies from the 
United States. This nation, how- 
ever, cannot produce and ship as 
much coal to Europe as is needed 
there for the most primitive neces- 
saries of life. 


Background of Conflicts. 

This coal shortage is the back- 
ground of some major power con- 
flicts in Europe. The Ruhr valley 
is the langest coal basin in Europe, 
and the question of the interna- 
tionalization of the Ruhr cannot 
be separated from the  politico- 
economic problem: Who is to con- 
trol the main fuel supply in that 
freezing continent? 

The Polish-Czechoslovak border 
conflict that has spoiled the rela- 
tions of those two Slavic nations 
for some 20 years also involves a 
coal district. The disputed area 
of Teschen would mean very little 
to either Poland or Czechoslovakia 
if it did not have some of the best 
coal mines in eastern Europe. The 
Czechs do not see why they should 
permanently cede this region to a 
country that has just acquired the 
very productive coal mines in for- 
merly German Upper Silesia. 

The main problem is the Ruhr 
valley. It is there that American 
foreign policy enters the picture. 
Our State Department insists that 
a centralized economic adminis- 
tration be creatéd for the whole of 
Germany, in conformance with the 
Potsdam decisions. The French 
are opposed because they fear they 
will not get enough coal from the 
Ruhr basin once the economic 
unity of Germany has been recog- 
nized. The British are mainly 


concerned with an occupation pol- |. 


icy that would permanently link 
German mines with the British 
coal export business. 

The present coal shortage dis- 
torts the real problem. Normally, 
Europe does not lack coal, On 
the contrary, there is too much 
coal, and the real question is how 
to sell it. 

Position of Britain. 

The leading European coal ex- 
porting country was and will con- 
tinue to be Britain. During the 
1930s it exported an annual aver- 
age of 40 million tons. Next in 
line was Germany, with an aver- 
age export of approximately 20 
million tons, and the third coal- 
exporting nation was Poland, 
which sold 10 million tons annual- 
ly abroad, 

The greatest buyer was France, 
with an annual import of approxi- 
mately 20 million tons. Next come 
Italy, with an import of 10 million 
tons; the three Scandinavian coun- 
tries, importing together as much 
as Italy and then Holland, Switzer- 
land, Austria, Spain and Portugal. 

The British coal crisis was al- 
most permanent in the period dur- 
ing the two world wars. Britain 
now hopes to re-establish Itself as 
the leading coal exporter. Polish 
competition will be strengthened

HE STATE DEPARTMENT wants a “world bill of rights” to 
guarantee everybody rights such as those assyred the American 
people by the first 10 amendments to the Constitution, as well 
This became clear here today following a speech 


Conn., by Spruille Braden, assist- 


ant Secretary of State ir charge of Latin American affairs. 


In his speech, Braden cham- 
pioned a policy that makes sense 
only if he thinks there should be 
a world bill of rights, Braden 
usually makes a great, deal of 
sense, whether you agree with 
him or not. 

He argued that “the internation- 
al community” has the right, and 
even the duty, to intervene in any 
country that denies its people 
their rights. The “community” 
would then see to it that the 
people got their rights. 

Whatever else- may be said 
about this doctrine, this much is 
clear: 

If “the international communi- 
ty” is going to enforce the law, 
there must be a law to enforce. 
If people’s rights are to be pro- 
tected, the rights must be named, 
defined and guaranteed. In other 
words, there must be some kind 
of bill of rights. 

The ordinarily rambunctious as- 
sistant secretary spoke more dis- 
creetly than he usually does, He 
made his points partly in ‘para- 
bles by asking rhetorical questions 
and by quoting other people. This 
discretion may have been partly 
due to the highly explosive nature 
of what he had to say; but Bra- 
den’s meaning and logic were 
crystal clear. 

Here is the substance of his 
speech: 

No Government ghould be above 
the law, any more than any indi- 
vidual should be above it. Irre- 
sponsible power is a threat’ to 
world peace and safety. The doc- 
trine of absolute sovereignty is 
hopelessly out of date. Science has 
made it obsolete. Moreover, the 
doctrine is irreligious ag well as 
obsolete, for in a Christian civili- 
zation only God is absolute. A dic- 
tatorship has even less right to 
claim absolute sovereignty than 
other kinds of states do. A govern- 
ment which denies the sovereignty 
of its own people at home, has no 
right to claim sovereignty for it- 
self. Dictatorships by their very 
nature are warlike. 

Following are key excerpts from 
the speech: , 

“With notable exceptions, in- 
violable popular sovereignty has 
persisted, and continues to per- 
sist, as an unrealized ideal, an 
aspiration, a distant goal of hu- 
man endeavor. 

I need hardly dwell here on the 
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coal fields, and it is quite possible 
that Britain will be driven from 
the Scandinavian market, which is 
in easy reach of the Polish mines.

German exports to France, how- 
ever leaped from 3.7 million tons 
in 1933 to eight million tons in 
1937, and they increased from 223,- 
000 tons to Italy in 1933 to almost 
eight million tons in 1937. Every- 
thing, therefore, depends, as far 
as British coal trade is concerned, 
on control of the German mines. 

French Objectives. 

France, on the other hand, could 
break Britain’s leading position by 
the acquisition of the Ruhr mines. 
France could become completely 
independent of British exports. 
Germany, with the Ruhr mines, 
will still have sufficient export 
coal even after the loss of Silesia,

“If a nation derives its sov- 
ereignty, internal and external, 
solely from the people of which it 
is composed, is a government that 
violates the popular will at home 
vested with popular sovereignty in 
its dealings abroad? 

“And if, despite all logic we 
grant that it is, may such a gov- 
ernment exercise absolute’. sov- 
ereignty in the international com- 
mittee, or must it subject its 
sovereignty, on a basis of quality, 
to the common law of nations? 

“For in our Christian civiliza- 
tion, in which only God is consid- 
ered absolute, the concept of a 
government that arrogates to 
itself the properties that belong to 
God alone is wholly inadmissable 
—quite apart from the lesson 
taught us by the dreadful experi- 
ences through which we have just 
passed, that nothing so threatens 
the peace and the freedom of man- 
kind as the exercise of absolute, 
unlimited, and consequently, ir- 
responsible power. : 

“There is no better way to pre- 
vent a man from seizing unau- 
thorized power than to set stand- 
ards of law which regulate his 
conduct equally with that of his 
fellows. 

‘It is the same with govern- 
ments. 

“And if a man fs not satisfied 
with the liberty that law allows 
him, if he embarks on rebellion, 
then let the weight of the law with 
all its consequences fal] upon him! 

“Enforcement of the law by the 
international community is not in- 
tervention, any more than indif- 
ference to the law is neutrality.”

On Several Stony Levels, 

The university exists on several 
stony levels, with dizzy sawback 
trails along the rock face, con- 
necting them in a web of stair 
cases and ramps. The dormitory 
level is the highest. 

Here are 40 to 50 caves, hewn 
from rock, with Roman arch en- 
trances. Each cave is about 30 
feet deep, 12 feet wide and eight 
feet high. Inside each, at the left, 
are about 10 plain wooden pallets 
covered with thin bedclothing. 
They are so close together that it 
is impossible to step between 
them. ‘ihe students’ few belong- 
ings are stacked on or underneath 
these pallets. Cleanliness prevails. 

Yenan's studeuts, healthy and 
jovial on two skimpy a day meals, 
are seen at all hours toiling up 
and down their vertical campus.

company unable to pay a living 
wage. The union, he continued, 
wouldn’t agree to subsidize such a 
concern by accepting such a low 
wage. Sub-marginal economy, sub- 
sidized by low wages, he thinks, 
has given certain segments of in- 
dustry “economic colonial status” 
and offers a threat to our na- 
tional economy. 

“We are fighting for a free en- 
terprise system which makes it 


necessary for management to as- 
sume a social responsibility com- 
parable to its economic power,” 
Reuther asserted. 

As the march of technology goes 
forward, he observed, the balance 
between production and distribu- 
tion cannot be solved merely by 
wages. Employment must be 
spread. Shorter hours are inevit- 
able. Within 10 years, Reuther 
thinks, there will be a national 30- 
hour work week—with more fac- 
tories and a greater spread of em- 
ployment. 

Work Not End in Self. 

Work in itself, he pointed out, is 
not an end but a means to an end. 
Under the particular free enter- 
prise system he foresees, the re- 
wards of the worker must provide 
more than food, clothing and shel- 
ter, the bare necessities of life. 
Man, as a social animal, requires 
educational and cultural opportuni- 
ties. He needs an environment, 
Reuther continued, in which he 
can grow spirtually. 

Reuther’s present program, 
launched by the union’s “ability 
to pay” premise, is designed to 
implement the process of bringing 
about such an era of productivity 
and abundance. As a starter, he 
wants labor taken out of the com- 
petitive market. 

“We are in favor of industry- 
wide wage agreements,” Reuther 
said, “which would take labor out 
of competition. It would permit 
the manufacturers to compete on 


a basis of more efficient manage- 


ment, better engineering and a 
better product. 

“There should also be industrial 
councils in major industries. Each 
council would consist of repre- 
sentatives of labor, management 
and the consumer. It would dis- 
cuss such problems as seasonal 
fluctuations in industry, perhaps 
work out a sliding price scale. 
There is no machinery now for 
consideration of over-all problems. 
Such machinery is a first step to- 
wards economic democracy be- 
cause it would create participa- 
tion by major economic groups to 
solve problems neither group can 
solve alone.” 

Reuther insists that the union 
has no desire to participate inthe 
operating functions of manage- 
ment. He does take the position 
that it should have a voice in dis- 
cussing certain broad policies 
which affect the welfare of the 
workers. Such policies would ins 
clude the industrial working week, 
marketing and the industry-wide 
wage agreement. 


Ideal Relationship. 


His personal conception of an 
ideal employer-employe relation- 
ship, he observed, would be one 
which would provide “the maxi- 
mum security for the greatest 
number of people while maintain- 
ing maximum freedom and initia- 
tive for the individual.” 

Reuther has often been de- 
scribed as “the one-man brain 
trust” of the turbulent United 
Auto Workers’ Union, largest in 
the world. As its vice president, 
in charge of the General Motors 
division, he was the author of the 
union’s strategy, and it was due to 
his influence that the strike was 
called. Yet General Motors had 
fewer work stoppages during the 
war than any other principal in 
the automotive industry. 

Despite his influence with the 
rank and file the red-headed 
Reuther frequently has to fight

union councils, His‘chief differ- 
ences with George Addes are over 
tactics and policies, Reuther feels 
that Addes, who is not a Commu- 
nist, is “boxed in” by Communists. 
One intra-union fight, which 
Reuther finally won, was over an 
Addes proposal to create a place 
on the executive board open only 
to a Negro. Reuther felt that of- 
ficers should be elected on a basis 
of ability alone, regardless of 
color or creed. His view pre- 
vailed. He also is opposed to the 
Addes conception of piece-work 
in industry. 

Reuther’s concept of trade 
unionism is to organize workers 
on the economic front and to 
make them into articulate citi- 
zens prepared to discharge their 
responsibilities in a democracy.

Broad Philosophy. 

His personal philosophy is even 
broader. Once a Socialist, for a 
brief period, he now describes 
himself as an independent, detests 
party labels. 

Reuther, who was visiting Ger- 
many when Hitler came _ into 
power, returns constantly to the

basic premise that political de- 
mocracy is based on democracy 
in the economic field. A dema- 
gogue, he asserts, cannot capture 
political power in a nation in 
which the individual citizen has 
economic and political conscious- 
ness. 

“The demagogue,” Reuther said, 
“exploits fears, not hopes. He 
builds on empty stomachs. If de- 
mocracy can’t keep full bellies— 
if it fails in the economic field— 
the demagogue will step in.” 

World peace is ultimately de- 
termined at industrial centers, 
Reuther believes, rather than at 
the conference of foreign min- 
isters although he regards that as 
But the basic 
problem, he thinks, is economic. 

“There is no more important 
business before the American 
people than planning for peace,” 
Reuther declared in a recent radio 
forum address, “and I do not be- 
lieve that we can depend on the 
normal laws of economy to spur 
postwar revival, Our choice is 
between a monopolistic economy 
of scarcity, with its resulting un- 
employment, human waste and in- 
security and the ultimate loss of 
democracy, or a free economy of 
abundance with full employment, 
human security and the strength- 
ening 6f democracy. We can drift 
into the first. We must plan now 
for the latter.” 

Most of Reuther's opinions are 


based on observation and deduc- 
tion. He is the only major UAW 
leader who was born into the 
labor movement. His colleagues 
were workers with no background 
of labor organization until the ad- 
vent of the CIO. Reuther was 
born in Wheeling, W. Va., the 
son of a union official with the 
AFL United Brewery Workers. 
Walter began to develop his pow- 
ers of persuasion as a boy. After 
graduation from Wheeling High 
School he completed a four-year 
diemaker apprenticeship course 
with Wheeling Steel Co. in three

a two-year trip around the world, 
touring 21 countries and working 
wherever he could, He was sym- 
pathetic to Communism when he 
entered Russia, but has been an 
anti-Communist since leaving 
there. His experiences as a worker 
in the Gorky automobile plant 
convinced him there could be no 
true unionism without free 
speech. 

When he returned to Detroit he 
led the first sizable motor strike, 
a 10-day sitdown at Kelsey-Hayes 
Wheel Co., which resulted in a 
higher wage scale and improved 
working conditions. During the 
great General Motors strike of 
1937 which won the UAW its first 
recognition by a major automotive 
company, he was one of the lead- 
ers on the firing line. Later he 
participated in the “battle of the 
underpass” during the sanguinary 
stage of the battle to organize the 
Ford Motor Co. 


“Reuther” Plan. 

Largely through the influence of 
his friend, Sidney Hillman, he be- 
gan to turn five years ago to 
broader fields than _ industrial 
unionism in Detroit. His contro- 
versial “Reuther plan” for produc- 
ing 500 planes a day in the auto 
plants of Detroit on an integrated 
assembly line basis became a topic 
of national discussion. He has 
gone on to present plans for re- 
conversion and for establishment 
of permanent world peace. He is 
a prolific pamphleteer and a con- 
vincing speaker. 

With his reddish, sandy hair 
and snapping blue eyes Reuther 
radiates health and vigor. His 
voice is gentle, persuasive  al- 
though it can sound a clarion call, 
upon occasion. As he talks he is 
apt to make jerky, incisive ges- 
tures, occasionally breaking into 
a deprecating laugh when he 
thinks a point has been scored 


against him. He likes people ofjassume that 


all kinds. 
them, talk with them, exchange 
experiences. Although some of his 
economic and philosophical con- 
cepts are intricate there’s nothing 
of the pedant about him. He can 
breathe life into statistics, make 
an academic theory realistic. 
Seemingly tireless, Reuther eats 
sparingly. He neither smokes nor 
drinks. He never wears a hat, 
walks briskly, presents 
economic arguments without grop- 
ing for a word or hesitating for a 
figure. He often goes. over 
speeches at breakfast with his 
wife, who was once his secretary. 
Just now he’s turning most of 
his $7000-a-year salary as a vice 
president of the UAW to the 
union's defense fund. His chief 
pleasures, besides work, are play- 
ing with his 2-year-old daughter

deprive the German people of the 
means of subsistence.

is no less emphatic in the recogni- 
tion of these rights than the most 
progressive modern constitutions. 
The list suggested and drafted by 
him covers the following: The 
rights of personal freedom (pro- 
tection against arbitrary arrest, 
etc.), prohibition of slavery, free- 
dom of religion, freedom of speech 
and opinion, freedom of associa- 
tion and assembly, the right to 
sanctity of the home and of free- 
dom of correspondence, the right 
to equality before the law, the 
righ* to a natio. lity, and the 
right of emigration and expatria- 
tion. 


It will be observed that two 
rights, long established in Anglo- 
American systems of law, are 
missing from the list: The right of 
property and the right of trial by 
jury. His ieasons for omitting 
them dererve attention. 


Property Not Considered Sacred. 
Liuterpacht boldly aserts that 
“the character of sanctity and in- 


violability has now departed from 
the right of property.” But the 
assertion does not stem from Rus- 
sian philosophy or from any left- 
wing theory of economics. It is 
purely the result of his observa- 
tions as a lawyer and realist of 
the extent tc which the right of 
property has already been emaci- 
atec. even in capitalistic countries. 
He sums up the case in the fol- 
lowing passage: 

“In so far as the right of prop- 
erty is conceived as an absolute 
and inalienable right of man it 
finds no place in the draft. ... 
This is so not only because of the 
advent of states in which, ~ not 
private property, but collective 
ownership of the principal means 
of production has become the 
pivot of the economic system. It 
is so for the reason that private 
property has tended increasingly 
to be regarded not only as a right 
but also as a social function and 
duty. In states in which private 
property is the basis of the eco- 
nomic structure, it has become the 
object of state interference 
through taxation, death duties, and 
regulation in pursuance of general 
welfare, on a scale so wide as to 
render its inclusion in a funda- 


imental. Bill of Rights somewhat 


artificial. Its protection, to the ex- 
tent to which it is recognized, 
must, alongside of other rights, be 
achieved within the general re- 
quirement of equality of treat- 
ment,” 


It cannot be denied that fhow- 
ever much in accord with realities 
Lauterpacht’s omission of the 
property right may be, it will meet 
with serious ideological opposition. 
One need only refer to the “State- 
ment of Essential Human Rights” 
published last year (apparently 
after Lauterpacht had finished 
writing his book) by a specially 
appointed committee of the Amer- 
ican Law Institute. After noting 
that the right of property is pro- 
tected in the recent or current 
constitutions of fifty nations and 
that “to be free, man must have 
the right to acquire, use and dis- 
pose of a large variety of things,” 
the committee of the Institute ad- 
vocates international adoption of 
the following principle: “Every 
one has the right to own property 
under general law. The state 
shall not deprive any one of his 
property except for a public pur- 
pose and with just compensation.” 

Trial By Jury. 


On the subject of the right to 


trial by jury Lauterpacht simply | 


points out that “the exclusion of 


trial by jury is not confined to 
countries which do not possess a 
democratic system of government.” 
In many democratic countries the 
lack of an absolute right to a jury 
has never been 
danger to civil liberties, 
Democratic Holland 
Swiss cantons of Berne and Basel 
are outstanding examples. More- 
over, even in the United States 
the feeling is growing, especially 
in legal circles, that the advan- 
tages of jury trials in many im- 
portant areas of litigation is high- 
ly questionable. And it is worthy 


of note that the right of trial by | 


jury is wholly omitted in the list 
of rights drafted by the commit- 
tee of the American Law Insti- 
tute. Both this committee and 
Lauterpacht apparently agree that 
the important thing to safeguard 
is not a jury trial, but a fair 
trial,

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@ RIGHT IN THAT PARAGRAPH is material enough to 
write about forever.

Sometimes I wonder at the 
question which lies at the heart of a thousand treatises -on 
philosophy and runs like this: “Is there a way of living that is 
noble and another that is base, or is ALL living merely futile?”

@ TODAY IT IS NOT SO EASY TO RECALL those happy 
hours. Today we are living in a different world. We have won 
a war—a titanic struggle in which the American machine 
‘played the deciding role, though, except for dollars spent, we 
suffered far less than any other participant.

“When we achieved victory,” said Law- 
rence, “and the new world dawned, the old men came 
out again and took from us our victory and remade it 
in the likeness of the former world they knew.” 
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@ IT WAS BECAUSE OF THE KNOWLEDGE of this be- 
trayal that many a youth of the United Nations marched off to 
this war with few illusions and only the knowledge that because 
of the stupidity of the “old men,” he must now fight to survive 
or, at best, escape enslavement. “We don’t expect to be disap- 
pointed,” they said, “because we don’t have much to hope for.” 
And now you and I are the “old men.” Are we going to take 
from our sons their victory and remake the world in the image 
that we knew? Or have we the courage to help them hold the 
victory they have won, by building a lasting peace? My Christ- 
mas wish this year is a prayer for the unselfishness which 
alone will enable us to relinquish the old and for the courage to 
grasp the new and set it into action.

CCASIONALLY these days 
(vito Clements, second-year stu- 

dent at East St. Louis Senior 
High School, finds his mind wan- 
dering. The quadratic equation 
chalked on the blackboard of his 
geometry class blurs and he sees 
instead the shadowy forms of 
American infantrymen moving 
through the snow-laden trees of 
the Hurtgen Forest. 

After five years in, the Army, 
two battle wounds and 163 days of 
actual combat in the line, 23-year- 
old Otto has come back determ- 
ined to resume his education. With 
15 and 16-year-old kids who have 
never been farther from home 
than the corner coke parlor, this 
seasoned veteran who fought with 
the American Fourth Division 
through France and Germany is 
struggling these days with algebra 
and geometry, physics, English 
and chemistry, 

“It isn’t the easiest thing in the 
world to settle down to school life 
after you’ve been through a war,” 
says this quiet, bespectacled ex- 
sergeant, who led a heavy-machine 
gun platoon for more than five 
months of fierce fighting. “A lot 
of things the kids do seem pretty 
silly to me, but I try to remem- 
ber that I was young once.” 

The war has left its mark on 
his nerves. Occasionally he feels 
a sense of panic in a crowded 
classroom and has to _ restrain 
himself from shouting out orders 
such as he used to bark at the 
men of his platoon. 


“I know it’s silly,” he grins, “but 
you can’t get the feeling the war 
is Over just because a few million 
people celebrated V-E day, Every

He 
gave up high school, not to find 
adventure, but for the very sincere 
patriotic reason that he wanted 
to be an experienced soldier when 
the impending war broke out, 
The sincerity that prompted his 
enlistment in the Army is evi- 
denced in everything he says and 
does now. 


After three and one half years’ 
service in the United States, Otto 
sailed for England with his di- 
vision in January of 1944. At 10 
o’clock on the morning of D-day, 
he waded ashore at Utah Beach 
leading his heavy machine gun 
platoon. Ten days later, out of 
that platoon of 36 men only Clem- 
ents and five of the original pla- 
toon were still fighting. 

“I think in those first 10 days 
of fighting I grew up,” Otto says. 
“If there was anything of the 
high school kid left in me, it dis- 
appeared in those first 10 days of 
battle. Suddenly I found all my 
values changed. 
suddenly became very serious 
things. I saw men of my platoon, 
who had been my buddies for so 
long, killed right before my eyes. 
I saw others wounded and sstill 
others suffering so badly from 
battle shock that they had to be 
evacuated to the rear.” 


With his platoon, Otto fought 
through the Normandy hedgerows 
with the Fourth Division, was at 
the St. Lo breakthrough and then 
went into the battle for Cher- 
bourg. But before that battle, he 
had already earned the Silver Star

Otto Clements, at 23, Feels Like a Graybeard as

Served Five Years in Army and Was Wounded Twice 


for heroic action. The Germans 
had holed up in a chateau about 
two kilometers outside of Monte- 
burgh and Otto led his platoon in 
to clean them out, despite the fact 
that his platoon was not at full 
strength in men and had one gun 
knocked out. 

On June 23 at Cherbourg, 
Otto received the first of two 
wounds he suffered in the war. 
Injured in the stomach by a blast 
from a German rocket mortar, he 
made a quick recovery and went 
back to his platoon after the fall 
of Cherbourg to fight on through 
to Paris. 


“When we by-passed Paris and 
let the French Second Armored 
Division take the credit of ac- 
tually liberating the city, I didn’t 
know how soon I’d be back there 
lying in a hospital,” Otto says. 
“But we fought right on and into 
the Siegfried line. We made the 
line all right but had to pull out 
about 20 kilometers below Aachen 
because we were out of gas.”

HEN the Fourth Division went 
T into bloody battle for the Hurt- 

gen Forest. In this battle, the 
division lost 70 per cent of its 
strength in men- wounded, killed 
or. taken prisoner. The Hurtgen 
Forest was so dense the sun never 
pierced through the evergreens to 
reach the needle-strewn ground. 
In this semi-darkness it was Otto’s 
job to lead his platoon against 
camouflaged concrete and steel 
pillboxes. Bursts from German 
shells sent casualties mounting, 
but Otto and his npjatoon fought 
on until there remained only two 
squads out of the platoon left 
with only two machine guns. 


Then on November 22, after 43 
days in the line without relief, 
Otto was picked off by a German 
sniper. The bullet shattered his 
left arm and Otto, after receiving 
first aid on the battlefield, was 
sent back to the rear and finally 
wound up in the Luftwaffe hospi- 
tal in Paris. Ina little less than 
six months of fighting he had been 
wounded twice and run up the 
amazing total of 163 days in the 
line—which means that for almost 
six months he had been living in 
foxholes, existing on K-rations and 
fighting the mud of the fall and 
the snow of the German winter. 

“T look at the kids around me 
now with their blue overalls 
rolled up half way to their knees 
and the gals running around in 
bobbysocks and I think, gee, what 
« silly bunch,” Otto laughs. “But 


mony and I never have seen 
such a mob of teel and green- 
head mallards in my life. The 
earnest little man said _ the 
pond’s normal wild duck popu- 
lation is 30,000 birds, enticed 
there by plentiful food, idyllic 
uiet and 300 domestic stool 
ucks especially trained to lure 
their wild brethern to their 
doom. 

Between expeditions’ to the 
duck pond the guests were 
urged to try their luck fishing 
in the carp lake. This proved 
a restful sport inasmuch as 
you fished sitting in lawn 
chairs and there were servants 
to bait the hooks. Nobody 
caught any carp, however, Fol- 
lowing the hunt we returned 
to the pavilion and found two 
charcoal braziers simmering 
outside alongside huge platters 
of raw, dripping duck meat, cut 
into one-bite pieces. The chefs 
broiled the bits of duck in soy 
sauce in iron skillets, a style 
of cooking the Japanese call 
suki yaki, which means “cooked 
in a shovel.”

Just in case you ever won- 
der what’s become of those 
ancient and wondrous fine cus- 
tard throwing movies of your 
distant youth, it’s possible now 
that they’ve been rediscovered. 
Several days ago, with Lieut. 
George Valley, I went to in-

In the hospital in Paris, Otto 
took personal inventory and de- 
cided that except for what money 
he had saved in the army, he 
didn’t have very much of what it 
takes to make a start in life. He 
says he learned what education 
meant in the army, how a college 
degree was almost a guarantee of 
a commigsior, and then and there 
he decided to go back to school, 
Otto did a bit more figuring and 
decided that he’d get the remain- 
der of his high school work on his 
own and then get his four years 
of college later under the GI Bill 
of Rights. 

“The guys who didn’t save 
money in the army are up against 
it,” he says. “I know of a couple 
of other guys who have gone back 
to school and, although they made 
applications for their allotments 
under the GI bill of rights last 
October, they haven’t gotten a bit 
of help yet. Things are so mixed 
up that these guys are going to 
have to quit school.” 

Otto hopes in college to study 
law or medicine. He leans rather 
heavily toward a medical career. 


“IT was always  doctoring the 
men in my platoon,” he says, “I 
don’t know whether I did them 
any good, but at least I didn’t 
make them any worse. Medicine 
has sort of been my hobby ever 
since I was a kid. I remember 
doctoring dogs and cats in the 
basement when I was little, you 
know listening to their heart 
beats with a toy stethoscope and 
all that sort of thing.” 

Otto says that when he went 
into the army he thinks he was 
pretty much like the kids around 
him now in high school. 

“I guess it’s just natural at that 
age not to take things seriously,” 
he explains, “but believe me life's 
a pretty serious thing to me now. 
I find, too, that home means a lot 
more to me than it ever did. I 
can’t stand picture shows and par- 
ticularly war pictures. The movies 
are too phony after you've seen 
the real thing. I spend most of 
my leisure time at home now play- 
ing chess with a buddy who saw 
plenty of action in this war.” 

Otto has budgeted himself to 
make his savings see him through 
high school. He's been home since 
June but he hasn’t yet bought an

stars for the Normandy, Belgium- 
France, and German campaigns. 
But his proudest possession of 
them all is his combat infantry- 
man’s badge.

His Neighbors Knew That He Was 
a Fugitive From a Georgia Chain 
Gang, but None Turned Him In—Now 
the State, Too, Has Forgiven Him.

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 22. 
é6é Wan already had our 


Christmas present,” said 
little Tommy Hollis, “Our 
daddy’s come home.” 
Daddy—32-year-old Roy Thomas 
Hollis—hadn’t been to war. He'd 
simply been downtown for three 
weeks, in the Fulton County jail, 
wondering if the Georgia State 
Board of Pardons and Paroles 
would wipe his slate clean, If the 
board didn’t commute his 5-to-12- 
year sentence for armed robbery 
and automobile larceny to time 
already served, he would still owe 
the state from two to seven years. 


The sentence was commuted De- 
cember 10 and Roy Hollis went 
home to his wife and three chil- 
dren. Georgia had forgiven him 
nearly 10 years after he fled a 
chain gang in Monroe County, 

The board of pardons and pa- 
roles acted in favor of Hollis only 
a few weeks after taking like ac- 
tion in behalf of the more publi- 
cized Robert Elliott (“I Am a 
Fugitive From a Georgia Chain 
Gang”) Burns. 

Most of the people in Georgia 
would have forgotten Burns, but 
for his penchant for getting into 
the news. He came to Atlanta 
with a pardon practically in his 
pocket and was here only a few 
hours before returning to New 
Jersey, 

When Hollis filed the chain 
gang, he simply went home via 
Atlanta and for seven years lived 
within 60 miles of the city. Al- 
most two years ago, he moved 
here, where he now is a carpenter 
and contractor.

At his home in the Brownwood 
Community of Morgan county, a 
good many of his neighbors knew 
that he .was an escaped convict. 
He made good in their eyes and 
none. turned him in, 

When he turned himself in to 
the state department of correc- 
tions, which was set up under the 
present administration of rotund, 
progressive Gov. Ellis Arnall, Hol- 
lis had no promise of anything. 
His lawyer, W. George Thomas, of 
Atlanta, gave him no counsel, one 
way or the other, but did promise 
to stand by him. So Hollis surren- 
dered voluntarily November 18, his 
case was presented November 27 
and on Decémber 10 he was freed.

"| Never Did Like Him," Says 16-Year-Old Missouri 
Farm Boy Who Shot and Killed His Father in Cold 
Blood—Has No Remorse and No Sense of Guilt

VIENNA, Mo., Dec. 22. 


N all Maries county, there is 
| + perhaps no person less con- 

cerned about the predicament 
and possible fate of young Gene 
Westerman than Gene himself, In 
fact, this shyly grinning country 
kid contemplates the future with 
the same unemotional calm with 
which he planned and carried out 
the murder of his father, Henry 
Westerman, onthe night of Dec. 3. 


When he told Sheriff Bill 
Parker the next day, “I didn’t 
think any more about killing him 
than I would a hog,” he was not 
bragging. It was neither an un- 
derstatement or an overstatement, 
It just happened to be the way 
Gene felt about it. And when he 
says now, “It don’t matter none 
what happens to me,” you feel 
that it is a statement of fact, even 
while you are wondering if it is 
because he is too young to grasp 
the extent of his crime, or that 
he hasn’t yet begun to realize 
what punishment may be in store 
for him, 


All of which has served to make 
this 16-year-old killer something 
of an enigma not only to Sheriff 
Parker, Prosecutor Hamp Roth- 
well and his former _— schbdol 
teachers, but to everyone else in 
Maries county who ever knew him, 
They are puzzled first by the 
fact that he is the last kid in 
the countryside anyone would 
have picked for such a deed, and 
second by what appears to be a 
total lack of remorse or sense of 
guilt. Rather, he seems to look 
upon the killing of his father as 
something that needed doing, so 
he took care of it. And he dis- 
cusses it on that basis. 


The forces which were to lead 
to the tragedy of December 3 
were really set in motion some 19 
years ago with a shabby little 
story book romance in which an 
egg played a prominent part. It 
was On a farm near Tavern, Mo., 
and a 12-year-old girl named Ed- 


.nea Adkins was helping her cousin 


put eggs in a crate to be taken 
to town and sold. Just for a lark, 
the cousin wrote Edna Adkins’s 
Name and address on one of the 
eggs. 

Fate placed the eggs before a 
man named Henry Westerman of 
St. Louis, who had ordered a 
couple of two-minute eggs in a 
restaurant. On one of them he 
saw the name and address. He 
wrote a letter to Edna. That start- 
ed a correspondence which went 
on for three years. Finally, one 
day, Henry Westerman showed 
up at the Adkins farm. There was 
no hotel at Tavern, despite its 
name, and he put up for a week 
at the farm, A few months later 
they went to Vienna, the county 
seat, and were married, 


Edna was 15 when she was mar- 
ried. Looking at her today, at 31, 
you can imagine she might have 
been a pretty girl. She might 
have even had spirit and a will of 
her own, But now. she sits in the 
jail at Vienna, old before her 
time, as hill women are wont to 
be. She sits with downcast eyes 
and the look of a woman whom 
life has defeatea, Her hands move 
in her lap and there is a spark 
of something in her eye as she 
recalls that romance and says, 
“Yes, I guess I thought I was in 
love with him.” But her face be- 
comes lifeless again as she adds, 
“but I don’t think now I was.” 
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HE years that followed brought 

mostly poverty and five chil- 

dren, of whom Gene was the 
oldest. There was work on neigh- 
bors’ farms, and there was the 
WPA. And in recent years there 
were carpentering jobs which often 
took Henry Westerman out of 
town for months at a time. But 
whatever else his wife and son 
accuse him of today, they have to 
admit that he was always a good 
provider, according to the extent 
of his abilities. 


In fact, it was $1250 which he 
sent home from a carpentering 
job in Kangas which sparked the 
tragedy. Living near the Wester- 
man place, which is 12 miles west 
of Vienna, was a man named 
3en French who had a wife and 
eight children. Ben had done some 
work for Henry Westerman when 
Henry was in town. When Henry 
went away to Kansas, Ben spent 
more and more time around the 
Westerman place, apparently find- 
ing the atmosphere more congen- 
ial than at home. Whereas Henry 
was a quick-tempered man who 
kept things in something of an 
uproar when he was at home, 
Ben was quiet, soft-spoken and 
kind. He was particularly kind

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to Mrs. Westerman and to Gene. 
Eventually a sort of understand- 
ing developed between Ben and 
Mrs. Westerman, and when Henry 
sent the $1250 home from his work 
in Kansas, Mrs. Westerman gave 
it to Ben. 

Ben denies it was a gift. He 
says Mrs. Westerman just gave it 
to him for safe-keeping, saying her 
husband would just squander it 
anyway. Of course, Ben himself 
did his best to squander it a few 
weeks later, but in a rather 
macabre fashion. He tried to use 
it to hire someone to kill Wester- 
man. When Henry came home 
for a visit and asked about the 
money, Mrs. Westerman had to 
think fast. She told him she went 
away one afternoon and when she 
came back someone had jimmied 
the back door and got the money. 
Henry went straight to Sheriff 
Parker, but the sheriff knew a 
thing or two about what had been 
going on while Henry was away. 
He told Henry that if he wanted 
him to bring his wife and Ben 
French in for questioning, he 
could pretty quick uncover his 
$1250. Henry said no. Instead, 
according to all available informa- 
tion, he went home and gave Mrs. 
Westerman a bit of going over 
with his fist and a small coal 
shovel, and then went back to 
Kansas. But after that, instead 
of sending home accumulated 
sums, he sent $20 a week. He 
told the sheriff before he left that 
in spite of everything he loved 
his wife and didn’t want to give 
her up. 
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N Nov. 30, Henry came home 
CO) to stay, and he walked into an 

atmosphere of impending doom 
as thick as anything in a Hitch- 
cock mévie. Just when the thought 
was put into actual words is hard 
to determine, but before Henry 
had been home many days it ha 
been decided he had to die. It 
may have been that Gene waz 
the first to put it into words. 
He told Ben that he had been 
planning to kill his father with 
an ice pick. Ben, in the mean- 
time, had already considered the 
idea of using Henry's $1250 to 
hire someone to kill Henry. He 
talked to Mrs. Westerman about 
it, and she said, “Suit yourself.” 
Ben approached four different 
men in Maries county and tried 
to get them to kill Henry for 
$1250, but they would have no 
part of it., 

When Gene told his mother he 
believed he would kill the “old 
man” in his sleep with an ice pick, 
his mother said, “no, don't do 
So Gene discarded the ice 
pick idea, and. although he still 
thought about ways and means, he 
had nothing in mind for quite a 
while, 

Then on the Friday before the 
fatal Monday, things began to 
come td a head. His father, Gene 
said in his confession, threatened 
that day to kill him, his mother 
and Ben. And some time during 
the day, Gene said, his father 
pulled a pistol out of his hip 
pocket and said “looky there.” 

About the same time, Ben said 
in his confession, he talked to 
Gene about killing his father, and 
told Gene that Henry had threat- 
ened to kill him, Saturday morn- 
ing, while Gene was chopping 
wood, Ben came dy. He told Gene 
to come to Curtman’s barn the 
next morning at 9:30, that he had 
hidden a rifle there in the manger 
under some hay. Gene met him, 
looked at the rifle, and at 4 o'clock 
that afternoon, he went by and 
got it. He hid it in the weeds close 
to the house, then went in and 
said to his mother, “I’m going to 
kill dad.” 


She didn’t want him to, Gene 
said, but when he told her what 
he wanted her to do, she agreed. 
“You get him to go out and slop 
the hogs,” he said, “and I'll hide 
behind that barrel in the back- 


yard, and when he comes out I'll 
let him have it.” 

Unfortunately for this plan, she 
couldn’t persuade Henry to slop 
the hogs. So after a while Gene 
hid the rifle under the corner of 
the house and came into supper. 
After supper they all went to bed. 
At 1 o’clock in the morning, Gene 
slipped out of bed, put on his 
clothes, and went outside where 
the rifle was hidden. Then he 
went around to the front of the 
house and called out, “Oh dad, 
come down here, a man wants to 
see you about some work!” 


Whether Henry was fooled, or 
whether he was accepting the in- 
evitable is a matter of conjecture. 
The fact that he took time to get 
fully dressed is taken by Sheriff 
Parker to indicate that he sensed 
something out of the ordinary. 
When he opened the front door, 
Gene, who was standing there 
waiting, raised the gun and, from 
a distance of not more than five 
feet,, shot him. The bullet hit 
him in the breastbone, but failed 
to penetrate. He wheeled and 
staggered, and cried out, “No! 
No!" Then he turned and lurched 
into the house and across the 
front room, At the rear of the 
room is a steep flight of stairs 
leading to a rude attic where most 
of the family slept. Near the land- 
ing is a large old Morris chair. 
Whether he was trying to make 
it up the stairs or hide behind the 
chair no member of the family 
knows, Or seems much to care, 

But there he lay, in a semi- 
crouch. Seeing that the first shot 
had failed to do the job, Gene re- 
membered Ben's instructions: “Get 
him in the body first, and then in 
the head.” 
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T was a single-shot .22. Gene 
| aise remembered Ben’s instruc- 

tions about not leaving any 
empty cartridges around. So as he 
walked up on the porch, he took 
the empty cartridge out, fitted a 
new one into the gun, walked 
across the room and pointed the 
gun at his father’s head. “I don’t 
know whether he was conscious 
then or not,” he says. He fired 
the second shot into his father’s 
head, Then his mother, who had 
been waiting upstairs, came down 
to help him. They dragged the 
body on the porch, mopped up all 
the blood, placed the pistol he had 
been carrying—which, the sheriff 


soon discovered, had no sheils’ 


and hadn’t been fired for years— 
beside the body. Then Gene went 
to tell Ben French. 


When Sheriff Parker arrived on 
the scene, the trio told him a fan- 
tastic tale about a stranger who 
had driven up in the night, had 
an altercation with the dead man, 
shot him and drove away. The 
Sheriff took the three into town 
and started questioning them, but 
without results, Finally, he start- 
ed talking to Gene alone. “I know 
you've been lying,” he said. “Now 
if you've got anything on your 
chest, you'd better get it off.” 

“I knowed you knowed I was 
lyin’,” Gene said. “I killed him.” 

And s0, when you’ encounter 
Gene, you are prepared for almost 
anything but what you find. He 
is an under-sized youngster with 
stringy blond hair which keeps 
falling in his eyes. He is neither 
brazen nor sullen, nor does he 
picture himself as a hero or a 
villain, He looks upon the whole 
affair with an impersonal air 
which is disconcerting and slight- 
ly alarming, 

He grinned at mention of his 
size, “Yeah,” he said, “I reckon 
I ain’t growed much.” 

I told him I had been by his 
house. There was a dog sitting on 
the front porch of the vacant 
house, looking as though he were 
waiting for someone. Gene bright- 
ened up. 

“That’s Ring,” he said. “I guess 
he’s waiting for me, Ring’s part 
shepherd, and he’s my second dog 
like that—I mean the second one 
I’ve had that’s part shepherd. 
He’s a pretty good dog for rab- 
bits.” 

Hunting, Gene said, is his favor- 
ite pastime. Just him and Ring. 
“I never did any shooting,” he 
said, “because I never did own a 
gun, Ring would run the rabbits 
down, or into a hollow log, and 
then I’d chop ’em out.” 


The reason hunting is Gene’s 
favorite pastime, you soon dis- 
cover, is because he is, by nature, 
a lone wolf. Even when he goes 
hunting, he prefers to go alone, 
with Ring, or maybe “just one 
other fellow,” he says. He played 
football a few times at school, but 
he didn’t like it. “There was too 
many fellows in it,” he says. 

Mrs. Ethel Parker, who taught 
Gene in Citizenship in Vienna 
High School, where he was a 
member of the freshman class, 
had noticed this tendency in 
Gene. He was a good student, but 
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his interests never extended be- 
yond the class room. He was not 
interested in any extra-curricular 
activities in the school, she says, 
took no part in athletics, and 
seemed to have none of,.the “herd 
instinct” common to boys of that 
age. In fact, he didn’t seem to 
have even one boy friend. As for 
the girls, he seemed unaware of 
their existence. 


He was not a bright student, 
but neither was he a backward 
student. He averaged an “M” in 
most of his studies, and his de- 
portment was above average. “But 
I do know,” Mrs. Parker says, 
“that he was easily influenced. I 
found that out when I talked to 
him about his studies, When he 
wasn’t doing well, I'd call him up 
and have a talk with him about it, 
and then he would start working 
extra hard to try to improve his 
grades.” 

“Yeah, I liked school pretty 
well,” Gene says himself, “All but 
English. I just couldn't get it. I 
couldn’t learn to spell.” He 
grinned. “I can’t spell nothin’,” he 
said. “The rest of the boys sure 
had me, when it came to spelling.”

E likes to read, and spends 
H most of his time in his jail cell 

reading all kinds of magazines, 
including comic books. “I like 
any kind of stories, except love 
stories,” he said with a grin. “I 
sure don’t want none of them.” 
His favorites are adventure stories 
and western stories. Next to read- 
ing, his favorite indoor pastime 
is listening to the radio. His 
favorite program is “Blondie” be- 
cause, “I like to see old Dagwood 
get into it with Blondie.” 

He discussed the killing of his 
father with the same impersonal- 
ity with which he discussed Dag- 
wood and ‘Blondie... “I didn’t like 
him,” he said. “Never did.” Why? 
“Because of the way he beat us. 
He didn’t whup us right. He used 
his fists.” 

Gene insisted that his father 
was “always threatening to kill 
us,” but it was difficult to pin him 
down as to how often the threat 
was made, under what circum- 
stances, or how his father had ex- 
pressed the threat. 

Was he happy around home? “I 
don’t know, My brothers and sis- 
ters mighta been, but I wasn’t.” 
Why wasn’t he? “One thing and 
another; because he threatened to 
kill us mostly.” 

Did his father take good care of 
them? “Oh, he took good care of 
us. We had plenty to eat and 
plenty of clothes, but he was gone 
most of the time.” 

“Didn't he,” Sheriff Parker in- 
terrupted, “send you a hundred 
bucks to buy that thoroughbred 
sow for your Future Farmers of 
America Club?” Gene hesitated. 
“Yeah,” he said, somewhat reluc- 
tantly. 

“And didn’t he send you and 
Pete both swell, new leather jack- 
ets?” the sheriff said, Again, with 
the same reluctance, Gene said, 
“yeah.” 
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How long had he been planning 
to shoot his father? 

“Oh, I hadn't planned to shoot 
him very long. I'd been planning 
different ways before that.” How 
long had he been planning? “Ever 
since he come home.” What first 
put the idea in his head? “He 
started threatenin’ to kill us. Just 
kept sayin’ he was goin’ to kill us. 
He claimed Ben stayed all night 
here while he was gone, but he 
didn’t.” 

Why, if the trouble was between 
himself, the mother, and Ben 
French, did his father include 
Gene in his threats? 

“Because I stood up for mom. 
And Ben French is the best friend 
I got. That is, among older 
people.” 
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HAT was there about Ben 
W tna: made Gene like him so 
much? 

“He done a lot of work for us 
when the old man was gone. He 
helped on the place, and he was 
nicer to me than dad. Dad al- 
ways talked rough to me, but Ben 
never did. 

“T got along with everyone 
around home but Dad, I guess 
Mom goj along with everyone but 
him. But at least now he can't 
beat the kids any more.” 

Did he beat the other kids too? 

“My little sister. One time he 
beat the breath out of her and 
then kicked her under the table. 
It was always over something 
little.” 

Could he recall some of the little 
things that led to beatings? Gene 
looked at the floor and tried to 
recall, Finally he said, “I sneaked 
away one time and went over to 
play with Ben French's kids, I 
like to got killed for it. And one 
time he beat me for breakin’ an 
egg. And I didn’t even break it. 
And he beat my brother for hittin’ 
me on the toe with a flat-iron. lI 
got beat pretty often, but I just 
can’t remember—one time he beat 
me for throwing sand in his hair.” 

If he could live over the past 
few weeks, would he do it again? 

“Yes. I'd try to do it some way. 
I couldn’t stand him.” 

Was he in any way upset or 
nervous when he went about 
shooting his father? 

“No, I wasn’t nervous.’ 

Did he draw a bead before he 
fired? 

“No, I figgered I was so close I 
couldn't miss. Ben had told me 
where to shoot him first, but I 
knowed that myself. He didn't 
say nothin’ but ‘No!’ That’s all he 
had time to say. He kind of. stag- 
gered around and then went in 
the house. I was right after him. 
I took time to reload the gun. He 
was in the corner, just a-lyin’ 
there.” 

Did he, before he fired the sec- 
ond shot, feel the slightest change 
of heart, any urge to back out be- 
fore it was too late? 

“No. I figgered if I’d a backed 
out, he’d a killed us.” 

“You hated him that much?” 

“Yes, I did—and I still do.”

Is Like Chanel No. 5'

O treatise on show business as we experience it in St. Louis 
N would be complete without some more-or-less exhaustive 

reference to the lives, loves and fancies of Abe Lincoln Morris, 
a tiny but tremendous gent whose picture you see decorating an 

adjacent portion of this column. 
Abe's official business here for the 
past 40 years hae been that of an ad- 
vertising representative out of the 
St. Iouis office for Billboard, a mag- 
azine of the show trades. 

As a representative of Billboard, 
Fand also, as he tells friend and 
stranger alike with equal’ gladness, 
“as a representative of private en- 
terprise in investments on the stock 
market and in real estate,” he has 
prospered hugely. He has prospered 
so hugely that, during the Sixth War 
Loan drive, for instance, he was able 
to hand Fox Theater Manager Tony 
Peluso 27 signed and dated checks. 

Each check was for the purchase of a $1000 bond, and the 
ehecks matured on each of the 27 days of the drive. And, at 
the Missouri Theater on another night, during the Seventh 
War Loan drive, he was able to buy an $18.75 bond for each 
woman in the audience who had a husband or a son overseas. 
All the women had to do was to stand up. There were 882 
women with such qualifications, in the theater. 

But it is not by the large Iivelihood he has managed to 
carve out since leaving his home town, Louisiana, Mo., soon 
after the turn of the century, that Abe Lincoln Morris (or 
Step-and-a-Half Abie, as his friends cal] him) has won the pecu- 
liar place he has in thespian fact and mythology. 

No shrinking violet, Abe grves you the secret of his suc- 
cess in staying in the heart and mind of the show business 
world in the following extraordinary statement: 

“Show business to me is Jike Chanel No. 5. It is an ex- 
pensive breath of life which I am happy to say I can afford, 
I will, therefore, always love it as a luxury which is necessary, 
as well as being my place of business.”

THIS LOVE FOR SHOW business has led to the amassing 
by Abie of what is surely one of the most curious art collections 
extant, The collection, which is hung not only from every wall 
of his room at the Melbourne Hotel] but from the ceilings thereof, 
consists of inscribed pictures of 330 stars and personalities of 
the movies, the stage, both dramatic and burlesque, vaudeville, 
and night clubs. Among the people who've given Abie their 
pictures more or less recently (“and practically most of them 
were completely unsolicited, even though they came as an ex- 
pected pleasure”) are Gene Tierney, Margie Hart, Abbott and. 
Costello, Anne Ryan, Ann Corio, Glenn Miller, a pair of: Siamese 
Twins, Mary Beth Hughes, Carol Bruce, the Andrews Sisters and 
the King Sisters.

ABIE COLLECTS PEOPLE as avidly as he collects pictures, 
I happened to run into him one night on Grand avenue between 
Washington and Olive, his particular bailiwick, “I want you to 
stand here and chat with me a few minutes,” he said. “Why?” 
I asked, it being a bitter cold night. “I want you to see just a 
fraction of all the old friends I got,” said Abie. I stayed with 
him. In the course of 30 minutes, my ears turned blue, my 
nose red, and my toes felt as if they were dropping off. But 
Abie (“And I want you to know that this could go on if I stood 
here all night.” said Abie) had been greeted by at least 18 
people, including three-cops in a scoutcar, one cop on a motor-

I was asked to 
give an interview tc one of these radio man-in-the-street pro- 
grams, ‘What’s your name?’ the man asked.

A little mustard— 
either the dry or the prepared— 
is of great assistance, and recent- 
ly we have found that a little 
lemon juice in a cheese sauce 
made to serve with vegetables 
gave it a much better flavor. 


The corn and cheese rarebit in- 
cluded in today’s menu is an ex- 
cellent quick dish to have for 
luncheon for either children or 
adults. It meets the protein re- 
quirement as well as adding one 
vegetable. Since the color of the 
food is an all-pale yellow, there is 
a need for a garnish to glamorize 
the food. Parsley, though so com- 
mon, is still one of the most beau- 
tiful of the edible garnishes. A 
few slices of carefully pan-broiled 
bacon crumbled over the top is a 
delightful touch. And so are a 
few slices of broiled tomatoes, and 
all of these garnishes are quick- 
ies, too. 


Corn and Cheese Rarebit. 


Two tablespoons chopped green 
pepper, two teaspoons minced 
onion, one tablespoon butter, one- 
half teaspoon salt, dash of pepper, 
one-eighth teaspoon paprika, two- 
thirds cup milk, one cup cream 
style corn, one-half pound cheese, 
diced (one and one-half cups), One- 
half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, two eggs beaten, toast. 
Saute green pepper and onion in 
butter until soft; add seasonings, 
milk and corn and simmer 10 min- 
utes. Place over boiling water and 


sauce. When cheese is melted, 
stir in beaten eggs and cook two 
serve on toast.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“Plumed Knight.” 

It is a rare political campaign 
that does not revive the metaphor 
“plumed knight,” which is synon- 
ymous with “great leader” or 
“standard bearer.” Although the 
elections of last month were only 
local they were widely reported, 
and one of our readers sent in a 
clipping with the phrase “plumed 
knight” marked, 

The words, which are rooted 
in 16th century fashion, alluded 
originally to a king of France, 
but owe their figurative use as a 
political phrase to the heat of con- 
test in American presidential elec- 
tions. 

The original “plumed knight” 
was Henry IV of Navarre King of 
France, and founder of the Bour- 
bon dynasty, who was identfied 
with the fashion, initiated in 
France in the early 16th century, 
of wearing a plumed helmet. 
The chapter in history which 
started Henry’s plumes on their 
journey through the centuries into 
modern speech was the important 
battle of Ivry, when three white 
feathers waved from Henry’s hel- 
met, According to the story, there 
came a time in the battle when 
Henry was caught in a pocket, 
fighting hand-to-hand, and so was 
lost to sight: His troops, thinking 
the king was killed, were seized 
with panic and became demoral- 
ized. The king became aware of 
that and cut his way into the 
clear, making his plume again 
visible. Whereupon his soldiers 
closed ranks, and the enemy was 
routed!

The Senate in particular faces 
a prospect of heading immediately 
into a row, with Senators Ball ' 
(Rep.), Minnesota, and Chavez 
(Dem.), New Mexico, planning to | 
bring up the bill for a perma- | 
nent fair employment - practices 
committee. That plan has started 
trouble every time it has come 
up. Senator Bilbo (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, already has let it be known 
he will filibuster. 

Draft Law Question.

Inspection is made after about six weeks of riddling. Tilt of bottles has 
been increased from about 50 degrees to nearly vertical upside-down 
position.

EAK of champagne drinking in United 
States is during Christmas-New Year's 
week. About 40 per cent of entire year’s

Serving of champagne and other wines 
increased greatly during war years. 

Oldest champagne plant in the United States 
and one of the largest is a castle-like stone 
building in St. Louis at 3015 Cass avenue, with 
two stories above ground, and four under- 
ground levels of vaults hewn through solid 
rock. The plant, operated by the American 
Wine Company, was founded in 1859. It also

American-type champagne differs from the 
champagne of France in its use of a yeast- 
and-sugar-culture to induce fermentation in a 
blend of white wines. Fermentation of French 
champagne results from natural “working” of 
grape sugar. 

In both cases, champagne gets its sparkle 
and effervescence from fermentation that takes 
place in the bottle. In still wines, fermentation 
occurs in the cask before bottling. Champagne 
is aged in deep, vaulted cellars.
